FLAT ROCK, N. C. (*» — White-topped Carl Sand- 


burg', Pulitzer Prize-winning poet, historian, novelist ,and 
Lincoln biographer, died quietly at his beloved goat ranch 
in Western North Carolina Saturday. 


His wife, Paula described his death as "a beautiful 


passing," 'said her husband "slowly breathed away." 


Sandburg, one of the great men .of American letters, 


had celebrated his 89th birthday last .Ian. 6. He had pre- 
dicted, on the occasion nf his 8Sth birthday, that he would 
die in his 99th year. 


•In Washington, President .lohnson mourneri^andburg's 


death, saying: "Carl Sandburg g'avr us the. truest and most 
enduring vision of our own greatness . . . there is no end 
In the legacy he leaves us." 


The usually smiling writer had spent much of the last 


year reading, most of the time in bed, and keeping up with 
current events. He occasionally took a halting stroll around 


his small ranch, and during good weather strummed his 
guitar on the front porch. 


About a month ago he suffered what was described 


as a "heart stroke," and had been conscious only at times 
since then. But Mrs. Sandburg, 80, said she had not ex- 
pected his death. 


He fell into a semi-conscious condition Saturday 


morning, Mrs. Sandburg said. 


"He. had difficulty in breathing from about 8 o'clock," 


she said.

In 1963, Sandburg cele- 


brated his 85th birthday at 
a gala party in New York 
City. The o c c a s i o n also 
marked r'el ;ase of his latest 
collection of poems, "Hon- 
ey and Salt." 


President Kennedy sent 


his greetings, and referred 
to Sandburg as "the inter- 
preter of the nation's tradi- 
tions . and s h a p e r of its 
great myths. Through him 
we know Lincoln the better 
— and we also know our- 
selves the better." 


After visiting Kennedy at 


the W h i t e House in 1961, 
Sandburg said of the Presi- 
dent: "Chances are entirely 
he's going to rate as one of 
the g r e a t presidents." At 
the s a m e time, Sandburg 
described Dwight D. Eisen- 
h o w e r as "the most un- 
grammatical p r e s i d e n t 
we've ever had," adding: 
"He has yet to k n o w the 
p e o p l e of the United 
States." 


Sandburg's writing was 


confined to no single liter- 
ary form. He won Pulitzer 
Prizes in history and poe- 
try, yet he wrote a, novel, 
stories and an autobiogra- 
phy. He was a magazine ed- 
i t o r, a newspaper editor 
and a foreign news corre- 
spondent. 


As his personal formula 


f o r happiness, 
Sandburg 


once listed: 


"To be out of jail, to eat 


and sleep regularly, to get 
what I write p r i n t e d in a 
free country for free peo- 
ple, to have a little love in 
the home and a little affec- 
tion and esteem outside the 
home."

"All I wanted was a pass, so I volunteered for the or- 


phanage detail," said Jeff Sizemore, 3452 California Ave. 
"When I saw those kids I knew there was something I 
wanted more than anything else. I wanted to help them." 


That was in the fall of 1965. Sizemore a private first 


class, wrote a letter to The Independent, Press-Telegram 
about conditions in the Korean orphanage of Ui Jung Bu. 
The place was a wreck, and little children had died of the 
cold the year before. Soldiers could repair and rebuild the 
ramshackle building, but there was nothing they could do 
aboul children's clothes. Would the people of the Long 
Beach area help? 


His earnpsl appeal was published as a feature story 


and it touched the hearts of people. The children of Ui 
Jung Bu r e c e i v e d between 1,000 and 1..SOO pounds of 
clothes. They also received toys, candy, story books and 


money. 


"It made me feel like I was 10 feet tall, just because I 


had written a letter," Sizemore said. "The response was 
touching. One woman with six children sent a lot of new 
clothes. 


"The whole project was really Ihe work of Sgt. Maj. 


Howard R. Evans. He took charge of everything. There 
wore aboul 25 of us who helped the orphanage. 1 was 
transferred to Vietnam a l i t l l e later, hut 1 heard that no 
children even got sick lhat winter. The sergeant major 


wrnir thank-you letters to everyone." 


S i z e m o r e ' s mother, Mrs. Evelyn E. McCans, 6721 


Walkerton St., helped in getting the aid project going. 
Some church groups arid a Boy Scout tropp participated. 
Many of the gifts, however, were from individuals. 


In Vietnam, Sizemore smelted some angry gunpow- 


der. He also met his bride, a girl named Binh (pronounced 
Ring). 


He was discharged in April as a To. He works at 


Douglas Aircraft Co. and, like most veterans, is glad to be 
out. Rut he has some happy memories, one of the happiest 
being the pood Christmas that came from 1-ong Reach to 
Ihe children of Ui Jung Bu.. .

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Rats., Riots 
Just Aren't 
Humorous 


WITHIN 24 hours after passing 


an anti-riot bill b ya 347-70 majori- 
ty, the House of Representatives 
refused by a vote of 207-176 even 
to cpnsider an anti-rat proposal. 


Congressmen ascended to strat- 


o.s p h e r i c levels of indignation 
when they decreed that no one 
may cross a state line with intent 
to incite riot. 


By contrast, some of them found 


it e x t r e m e l y funny that they 
should be asked to help control 
rats in the slums. 


This conjunction of decisions, 


and of moods behind them, will not 
pass unnoticed by the slum dwell- 
ers who furnish the human raw 
material both for riots and for rats. 


The keynote of the lampooners 


was set by Rep. H. R. Gross, R- 
lowa, who remarked that the bill 
might lead to a "high commission- 
er of the rat corps." 


, 
Some other Republicans were 


not, so amused. One of them, Rep. 
Theodore R. Kupferman, whose 


New York city district borders on 
Harlem, accused his colleagues of 
inconsistency. 


"If you were a father coming 


home from work to find one of 
your children bitten by a rat," he 
said "you might very well start a 
small riot yourself." 


No one is so innocent as to sup- 


pose that the eradication of rats 
will in itself prevent future riots. 


But it is reasonable to surmise 


that the attitude of laughing off 
one of the most vicious hazards to 
the health of the urban poor will 
incite more anger than chuckles in 
the slums. 


The t r a v e l i n g agitators who 


move from state to state calling for 
rebellion could not have asked for 
a more timely ally than the House 
in this moment of carefree fun- 
making. 


It is questionable whether the 


anti-riot measure will put many of 
these agitators in jail. If it does, 
others will rise to take their places 
in rat-infested tenements across 
the nation, and without crossing a 
state line. 


Riots are not funny. Neither are 


(heir c a u s e s . They will not be 
cured by lawmakers who laugh at 
one cause, rat infestation, and thus 
myopically encourage another, the 
extremists who thrive on frustra- 
tion and despair.

At f i r s t blush, one might suspect 


Sacramento is using this rule book for 
the 1967 legislative session. A $5 bil- 
lion budget has sailed through the leg- 
islature, but facing an uncertain fate 
and prolonging the session into late 
July is a $1 billion tax bill. 


The administration tax program, 


carried by Sen. George Deukmejian, R- 
Long Beach, squeaked t h r o u g h the 
Senate earlier this month by a thin 27- 
to-12 margin — the m i n i m u m two- 
thirds vote r e q u i r e d for a measure 
with an emergency clause. 


The proposal to increase sales and 


income taxes plus raise the tax take 
on cigarettes, liquor and insurance is 
so controversial that it will generate 
prolonged Assembly debate. Any tax 


increase is laden with political dyna- 
mite — and hence controversial. 


It is no secret that some Republican 


senators lacked the political intestinal 
f o r t i t u d e to carry -the Reagan tax 
package. But Sen. D e u k m e j i a n of 
Long Beach has. braved the political 
peril of linking his name to a tax bill.

from the tax would probably be 
less than half the amount that 
could be raised by a 2 per cent city 
franchise charge. 


As Veneman observed, however, 


the measure would at least bring 
some e q u i t y among utilities. 
Southern California E d i s o n Co., 
for instance, has made no public 
claim to exemption. 


From a standpoint of state-wide 


s u p p o r t, the Venneman amend- 
ment appears to be the best that 
could be expected.

Vote Device 
Can Banish 
Long Count 


THE ISSUE OF automating Los An- 


geles C o u n t y ' s voting process is 
scheduled to be aired Tuesday with a 
report by -the Election Devices Com- 
mittee of the Board of Supervisors. 


If the county decides to move away 


from the o r d e a l of hand-counting 
three million paper ballots every elec- 
tion, one of its major considerations 
appears to be whether the paper bal- 
lot Itself should be retained. 


On this question hinges the major

AVM touts not only the immediate 


count but an added fillip called Prin- 
tomatic. At the end of voting hours, a 
p 1 a t e n is rolled across the machine 
counters, embossing on paper the vote 
count for every candidate and meas- 
ure as well as the machines' original 
"zero" readings to show that no votes 
were cast before the voting started. 


M a c h i n e voting, AVM submits, 


eliminates the possibilities of ballots 
being spoiled by Inadvertent marks or 
incorrect marking. They note that in- 
valid ballots in the I960 election far 
out-numbered John F. Kennedy's 
119,000 vote plurality over Richard M. 
Nixon. And, says AVM, the voter can- 
not spoil his ballot. The machine pre- 
vents over-voting in any 
contest; 


t h e r e's no such thing as an identi- 
fying mark or erasure voiding a ballot. 
A voter may change his mind and his 
vote simply by changing levers in the 
m a c h i n e booth. The machine elimi- 
n a t e s possibility of tampering with 
ballots, and tampering with the ma- 
chines before, during or after voting 
"is impossible without detection." 


How soon would L.A. County get 


its results? With machines, a semi-of- 
ficial by midnight, an official tally by 
2 a.m. With the vote counter, 7 a.m. or 
noon, depending upon the number of 
counters purchased. 


Cubic frankly pitches on the themes 


of economy and its provision to han- 
dle absentee ballots. Its plan involves 
sending a special marker, bearing the 
same kind of ink used in the voting 
booth, to each absentee voter. Thus 
the absentee ballots can be fed into 
and read by its Votronics counter at 
the same time all other b a 11 o t s are 
tabulated.

AVM 
submits an alternate — one machine 
for every 250 — which would cut the 
outlay from $36.8 million tr> $20.8 mil- 
lion. 


Cubic's 1,000 vote per hour count- 


ers w o u l d cost abMt $31,900 each. 
With 300 counters for a noon result, 
the cost would be about $9.6 million; 
450 counters for a 7 a.m. result would 
be about $14.3 million. 


It's A Consumers Economy

WASHINGTON, D .C. — A great 


deal of trouble, to say nothing of mon- 
ey, could be saved by business execu- 
tives if they had a keener appreciation 
of. the new conditions in what is right- 
fully called a "consumers economy." 


Passage in the Senate by a vote of 


92 to 0 of the so-called truth-in-lend- 
ing bill should be notice enough that 
consumers in this country are packing 
a h e a v i e r wallop. This bill requires 
lenders to tel! borrowers honestly and 
precisely the cost of loans on autos, 
appliances, repairs, house moderniza- 
tion, with no razzle-dazzle that later 
shows up in h i g h e r than expected 
charges. 


EVEN SUPPOSEDLY respectable 


banks have nasty little tricks like fig- 
uring interest rates on loans on the 
basis of a 360-day year, -thus nicking 
the unsuspecting borrower for five ex- 
tra days of interest in the real year. 
Other dodges in the lending business 
are too numerous, diverse and ingen- 
ious to mention, and have been prac- 
ticed unashamedly by people belong- 
ing to the best country clubs. 


The Senate has acted with unanimi- 


ty in this one field, but still the mes- 
sage doesn't get across to many busi- 
ness executives that the public is de- 
termined to force upon them, through 
government, a greater concern for the 
public's interest 


The cigarette manufacturers, the 


m o t o r car manufacturers, the drug 
manufacturers have been dragged 
kicking and screaming into the new 
world where the consumer's interest 
is asserting itself. They still have a 
long way to go to square themselves 
with a p u b l i c which has found out 
that cars can be made safer, a really 
effective cigarette filter can be devel- 
oped, and that o u t r a g e o u s over- 
charges are exacted on drugs where 
the makers and sellers can get away 
with it. 


Each set of b u s i n e s s executives 


seem to have to learn for themselves 
that they will have to take the public's 
interest m o r • ieriously. At the mo- 
ment the meat Industry f i n d * itself 


embarrassed In Congress by the fact 
that there is no federal regulation of 
plants that slaughter 20 million cattle 
and p r o c e s s 8.7 million pounds of 
meat._ 15 per cent of the total sup- 
ply. 


FILTHY, unsanitary conditions have 


been found in some of these plants 
u n d e r state, city and local control. 
This meat', is for sale, or supposed to 
be for sale, within state boundaries 
and thus o u t s i d e the jurisdiction of 
the federal meat inspection act.

What It Takes 
to Be a Leader 


-THE JULY Readers Digest presents 
a list of qualities a leader must have, 
according to a speech by Gen. Mark 
W. Clark. It should be read by every 
p a r e n t and young person. It opens 
with the question: where does juvenile 
delinquency begin? It a n s w e r s : in 
leaderless families. It goes on to list 
qualifications for leadership as: 


"Confidence. If a 1 e a d e r does not 


believe in himself, no one else will. 
But confidence must be acquired. At 
every stage, there must be a steady 
buildup of assurance, a conviction of 
competence based on training and the 
gradual accumulation o f experience 
arid skill. Energy. A leader must be 
willing to do everything he asks of his 
followers — and more. He must be 
able to work harder, concentrate long- 
er, face the extra danger, carry the ex- 
Ira burden, go the extra mile. 


"Clarity. A leader must be able to 


reason logically, w e i g h alternatives, 
make decisions and then convey his 
t h o u g h t lucidly. 'The man who can 
think,' said P e r i c l e s , 'and does not 
know how to express what he thinks 
is at the level of him who c a n n o t 
think." Tenacity. Courage, it has been 
said, is the capacity to hang on five 


. minutes longer. The leader not only 


must have this a b i l i t y himself, he 
must also inspire it in others. Perhaps 
the greatest leader of our time was Sir 
Winston C h u r c h i l l , who never 
flinched from t e 11 i n g his people the 
truth, even when the truth was appall- 
ing. One of them said to him, 'I doubt 
if any man in history has ever made 
such grim utterances, yet gi.ven his 
people such a feeling of strength and 
exuberance — even cheerfulness.' 


"Boldness. This s t r o n g and virile 


characteristic is akin to courage, but 
more dynamic. It reveals itself in a 
willingness to take chances, a readi- 
ness to experiment, a s o a r i n g opti- 
mism that rejects arid d e s p i s e s the 
thought of failure. Concern. Experi- 
ence has taught me that men will nev- 
er follow anyone unless they feel that 
he really cares about them and their

problems. So George Washington en- 
dured the m i s e r i e s of Valley Forge 
with his men, sharing every hardship. 
Indeed, concern for others is a sign of 
imagination and vision, two key ingre- 
dients of leadership. Morality. A stern 
code of ethics, a strong sens* of per- 
sonal morality, ' o b e d i e n c e to the 
unenforceable' — these are qualities a 
leader must have at the core of his 
being. This is why military schools and 
colleges put so much stress on duty 
and honor, love of God and country. 
They know that without a firm moral 
base a man is too unsure of himself to 
be an effective leader. 


"What can we do to Improve the 


c 1 i in a t e in which such attributes of 
leadership develop? The answer is 
that parents must do it. The job has to 
be done early, and it has to be done in 
the home. Take confidence, for exam- 
ple. The seeds of this q u a l i t y are 
p.l a n t e d long before a child goes to 
school. It begins with the successful 
performance of limited tasks. Praise 
h e l p s . Instruction helps. But if you 
really want your child to excel you 
must go beyond that. You must search 
out and encourage areas of interest 
and aptitude. You must offer guidance 
and time and involvement. You must 
be willing to give of yourself. 


"You must see that certain values 


exist in the home: respect, pride, loy- 
alty, honor. Talk and a c t i o n reflect 
these t h i n g s . Life must be revealed 
not as dubious and pointless struggle 
but as a magnificent privilege, a torch 
that must bum as brightly as possible 
before it is handed on to the next gen- 
eration. Let no one think that being a 
leader is easy. Often it is a lonely and 
difficult businsss. As Nietzsche said, 
'Life always gets harder toward the 
summit — the cold increases, the re- 
sponsibility increases.' And t h e r e is 
never any guarantee of success. But 
the rewards are enormous for those 
who will strike for the summit, who 
will take the r i s k s , dare the un- 
known."

Can Polls Influence National Policy?

(First of Two Parts) 


NEW YORK (NEA) — There are 


1,500 folks in the nation who next 
week may change the course of battle 
in Vietnam, who next year may in- 
fluence legislation on homosexuality, 
who next year may abort the hopes 
of an entire political party. 


Not congressmen, or generals, but 


just folks. 


One may be a night shift waitress 


in Fargo, N.D., another a Negro boot- 
black in Sacramento, Calif., and a 
third the town drunk in Green Bay, 
Wis. 


In all, they are the Gallup Poll, adult 


American civilians 21 years and over 
who, .for 32 years, have acted as the 
collective conscience of the land . . . 
and whose prolific pronouncements 
have altered more strategic decisions 
than any of them know. 


A few weeks ago, as example, 


Gallup's 1,500 felt President Johnson 
had handled the Middle East war and 
Glassboro summit conference well 
enough to rale eight additional per- 
centage points of national public sup- 
port Immediately after, 18 Democratic 
governors endorsed the more popular 
LBJ as their 1968 Presidential choice. 


• Coincidence or not? You can get 
arguments either way. 


THE IMPORTANT thing is that 


there is room for argument at all. 
That there is even the slightest possi- 
bility that 1,500 people can influence 
anything so major. That, therefore, 
some, men truly believe 1,500 people 
can speak for all America. 


One man, George Gallup, obviously 


believes they can. Now 66 and still 
daily active in his Institute for Public 
Opinion, Gallup insists that a few 
"carefully selected" individuals can 
act as accurate spokesmen for the 
population as a whole. 


The trick, he explains, is "careful" 


selection. 


Here's how, his system works: 
The Gallup survey (called a "modi- 


fied probability sample") slices the 
nation into four major and eight minor 
geographical areas. Cities in these 
regions are bracketed as to population. 
From this map, 300 "sample points" 
are chosen at random. 


Part-time field employes are hired 


in 'the sample areas. According to 
Gallup, the employes have no freedom 
of choice, but receive all orders from 
the home office — when to survey, 
what to survey, where to survey, 
whom to survey, how to survey. 


On a given assignment, each em- 


ploye interviews five people. 


The people are selected according 


to eight demographic categories, in- 
cluding race, religion, age, occupation, 
etc. Gallup says care is taken to in- 
clude people from all walks of life . . . 
even the town drunk in Green Bay. 


Certain types, however, are ex- 


cluded from the polling. Inhabitants 
of prisons, hospitals, hotels, religious 
and educational institutions are not 
questioned. Neither are people under 
21. 


Field employes are provided routes 


and on each assignment are instructed 
exactly where to begin ("comer of Elm 
and Jefferson"). They are also obliged 


to obtain specific subject patterns . . . 
all men, say, or three men and two 
women. 


Each interview is then held in the 


home. 


Participants are asked several ques- 


tions. If one household refuses to re- 
spond, the interviewer continues on 
his pre-determined search until he has 
his quota of five co-operating resi- 
dents. The intervhvs usually take ap- 
proximately a half hour. 


Gallup assignments are normally 


completed in five days. Results are 
tabulated at the home office and dis- 
tributed to nearly 120 newspapers by 
mail. Speed is critical because break- 
ing news can often dramatically color 
public opinion. 


And that's it. 
Does it work? Is it valid? Gallup 


officials have no doubt. Says a spokes- 
man: "When we total up the race, 
religion and other background data 
of our participants, we find that it 
very closely approximates the national 
census statistics. 


"That is, if the census has deter- 


mined the nation is 66 per cent Prot- 
estant, we find that 66 per cent of our 
participants are usually Protestant. I 
think this indicates that we are sam- 
pling a remarkably accurate cross- 
section of the population." 


According to Gallup that town

In this latter role, Hardy has done 


his best to make opaque his group's 
-investigation of a Navy P"^ £ 
'relocate a vital research facility — the 
Naval Undersea Warfare C e n t e r — 
-nowsituated in Pasadena. 


The dapper Virginia Democrat last

.man committee to look into conflict-

doesn't intend to hold any sort of an 
open hearing on the matter, so that 
the first direct information on what 


his subcommittee has seen and heard 
won't come until he submits a report 
to the full committee. 


Thus the people most interested in 


the entire controversy have no way of 
knowing for sure what the other sides 
have told the committee and would 
have no effective way of attempting 
io refute contentions made by the oth- 
ers. 


Hardy seems to be conducting his 


investigation in secrecy to avoid the 
possibility of stringent confrontations 
between the principals — particularly 
the congressmen i n v o l v e d — even 
though this would presume that these 
people are unable to comport them- 
selves with d i g n i t y in arguing the 
merits of their case. 


One of the unfortuante aspects of 


conducting public b u s i n e s s in this 
manner is that it tends to give rise to 
ugly rumors, such as that Hardy may 
already have made up his mind on the 
case and would therefore just as soon 
not have the record as open as possi- 
ble. 


Those who know Hardy as an hon- 


o r a b 1 e and dedicated public servant 
are, of course, unable to believe such 
a thing.

Jackie Robinson, assistant 
to the g o v e r n o r of New 
York state, is no different 
from J a c k i e Robinson, 
Brooklyn Dodgers, on first 
base. 


Jackie still has a habit of 


making people nervous. In 
baseball, he made the pitch- 
e r s and catchers nervous 
every time he 1 o o k e d to- 
ward second base. 


Now, 
in p o l i t i c s , he 


makes everybody nervous, 
including plenty of people 
in the Republican party. 


It has been 20 years sine* 


Jackie Robinson broke the 
color line in baseball. 


The y e a r s were turbu- 


lent, filled with controversy 
— a n d excitement. The 
next 20 years promise to be 
j u s t as tempestuous be- 


cause J a ck i e Robinson is 
living one of those perpe- 
tual m o t i o n , around-the- 
clock lives. Any minute, it 
seems, he's going to take 
off for second, wind up at 
third and maybe, with some 
luck, make it all the way 
home. 


Robinson hasn't lost the 


appeal of his playing days. 
In fact he has more now be- 
cause he is that rare prod- 
uct of our society, a politi- 
cal figure without personal 
political ambitions.

THIS YEAR'S NFL SCHEDULE took four months to 


c o m p l e t e , and it wasn't until the 415th draft that the 
schedule was approved. 


'•!< Over 400 starts on the schedule were aborted when it 


became obvious that it wasn't going to faJI in place, while 
the first 14 complete schedules drawn up all-had to be re- 
vised. 


Bert Bell, the late commissioner, used dominoes with 


team names pasted on them and prepared the schedule by 
moving them around until all pairings shaped up. 


.Pete Rozelle and his aids used an IBM computer to 


arrange the schedule in recent years, but pro football has 
advanced even beyond the computer age. 


A mammoth checkerboard with 224 squares and as 


many name tags representing the 16 teams is now used. 
This method is similar to the domino-system used by Bell 
. . . but on a much larger scale. 


The Board has on it 14 blocks that read down, one for 


each week of the season. And it has 16 blocks across, one 
for each team. The tags labeled with team names are hung 
on nails in the blocks whenever a pairing is made.

These late-season TV games are scheduled first. Com-' 


plicating things in November and December, of course, is 
the .weather. It becomes a major factor in the Central and 
Century Divisions. Green Bay, Minnesota, Detroit, Chica- 
go, Pittsburgh and Cleveland in particular are in the cold 
weather belt.

; •• • AFTER THESE GAMES ARE scheduled, then they go 
back to the top of the slate and think in terms of baseball.

After schedule is finally completed, they go back and 


analyze the problems of each team, stemming from coun- 
ter attractions, weather, etc, and try to solve them. 


As one league official says, "even- time you do a 


schedule, you have less problems than the time before. But 
'as long as you have weather and as long as some of your 
teams play in baseball parks (eight at present), you're never 
going to have a perfect schedule."

vies annually, instead of the present 75,000 tons, is expect- 
ed to effect vitally every sportfisherman who comes to the 
Southern California coast to try for game fish.

per cent while inventories have grown at a rate close to 9 
per cent. This has brought inventoiy-sales ratios to the 
highest point since the 1960-61 recession, the bank notes.' 


The sharpest excess of inventories relative to sales is 


found in the manufacturing sector. Manufacturers' inven- 
tories have risen 13 per cent in the past year despite the 
leveling off in sales since last July. 


About half of the increase in inventories has been in 


work-in-process, partly because of the longer processing 
time required for a large military output, but stocks of fin: 
ished goods also have risen as rapidly as work-in-process 
in 1967. Raw materials grew with production last year but 
have leveled off this year.

THE CONTINUED BUILDUP of inventories reflects 


over-optimistic sales projections. In the last two quarters 
of 1966, actual sales gains were 50 per cent below forecast 
levels. In the first quarter of 1967, actual sales fell by $1 
billion compared with a predicted rise of $2 billion. 


Second quarter sales rose but were still less than an- 


ticipated. The predicted $4 billion increase in sales for the 
third quarter is unlikely to be attained. 


Since sales failed to reach expected levels, stocks rose 


far more rapidly than anticipated in the last three quarters 
of 1966. Accumulation in the first quarter of this year eq- 
ualled planned buildups but because sales were low, inven- 
tories are above desired levels.

"The modern artist is liv- 


ing in a mechanical age and 
we h a v e a mechanical 
means of representing ob- 
jects in nature such as the 
camera and the photograph. 
The modern artist, it seems 
to me, is working and ex- 
pressing an inner world — 
in other words — express- 
ing the energy, the motion, 
and other forces. . .working 
with space and time, ex- 
pressing his feelings rather 
than illustrating." 


POLLOCK never felt he 


had "arrived." His r e c u r - 
r e n t economic problems, 
his b o u t s with the bottle 
and psychoanalysis, speak 
all too tragically of the 
depth of his struggle. 


Some innovators are re- 


membered only for their in- 
novations, b u t Pollock's 
work, long a f t e r number- 
less copies, has not become 
t r i t e .

path to 


priceless city of Kyoto 


JAPANESE LAD WEARS a Mino, a 


protective garment made of straw, 
at Kyoto during cold weather.

KYOTO, Japan — The 


world certainly beats a 
path to the doorway of this 
elegant city; it always has, 
and there's very good rea- 
son: travelers like to see 
the very best. 


Kyoto was once the capi- 


tal of Japan, moving here 
from nearby Nara in 794 
A.D.i ]t maintained that 
position until 1868, when 
the capital was moved to 
Tokyo. It has always been 
the culture capital, as well 
as the spiritual home of all 
Japanese and of many visi- 
tors as well. 


It .is therefore a city of 


much history, with shrines 
and pagodas, most of which 
are very old and all worth 
a visit. The Sanjusangendo, 
or 33 Spaces Hall, for ex- 
ample, is named for the 33 
spaces between the pillars 
of its hall. Built in 1266 its 
principal attraction is the 
1,001 wooden statues of 
Kanrion, the reincarnation 
of Buddha, carved of Cy- 
prus wood and arranged in 
10 long rows. A newer 
temple, the Kiyomizu, is 
reached by passing through 
a long, narrow road crowd- 
ed with shops selling the 
Kuyomizu porcelain; indi- 
genous to this region. Com- 
pleted as recently as 1633, 
this temple stands on a high 
cliff and affords a fine view 
of the city, reports the 
Pacific Area Travel Associ- 
ation. 


THE EXQUISITE beauty 


of Kyoto, and its priceless 
heritage from the golden 
ages of culture and archi- 
tecture, spared it from air 
raids during World War II. 
It stands now, much as it 
has always been, a monu- 
ment to history. 


It is also a city of fine 


hotels. If Kyoto had noth- 
ing else—but it has every- 
thing—it would be famous 
for the Miyako Hotel alone. 
It's managed by S. K. Ka- 
wana, who was trained at 
tha old Waldorf-Astoria Ho- 
tel in New York many years 
ago. Its suites are exquis- 
itely furnished, but it is 
most interesting to take one 
of the rooms in its modern 
Japanese 
inn-style wing. 


The quarters consist of a 
living rom with alcoves 
and bath, and the bed is 
mide on the floor at night. 
Visitors find the thick mat- 
trdss, which somewhat re- 
sembles one of the old- 
fashioned feather variety, 


very 
conducive to good 


rest; there will be no wak- 
ing up during the night. It 
is a way of living, among 
others, thai western people 
could turn to with more 
comfort they have managed 
to achieve through the cen- 
turies, another in which the 
Japanese have managed to 
surpass ours. 
* 
* # * 


THE BATH is usually 


deep and square, and con- 
tains a wooden bucket with 
which to splash water upon 
yourself for a rinse. There 
is also a shower for the 
unimaginative. This style of 
room is more expensive 
than the western, and costs 
$12.50 for a night. 


The Kyoto Hotel in the 


center of town is another 
good one, and it also has 
some Japanese-style rooms, 
if you're fortunate enough 
to get one. Both hotels have 
several dining rooms where 
the sukiyaki is cooked at 
your table in style and 
served individually. A fine 
old restaurant is the Naka- 
mura-Ro, in the Gion sec- 
tion 
of 
Kyoto. 
Private 


rooms for dining are built 
around the inevitable small 
garden that adds so much 
to visual as well as culinary 
interest. 


The silk made here is 


world famous for the excel- 
lence of its quality. Most of 
the fabrics are manufac- 
tured in the Nishijin quar- 
ter, mostly in the homes of 
the craftsmen and you can 
often see them being wash- 


ed in local streams, where 
the dyes then color the 
water which turns to red or 
blue or yellow. When the 
excess 
color 
is 
washed 


away, what remains will 
stay put just, as it is. 


MORE THAN 10 million 


visitors come here every 
year, and part of the reason 
for the influx is the grand 
festivals staged in Kyoto. 


Gorgeous geisha dances 


are on view in spring and 
autumn. At these times, 
hundreds of geisha girls 
p e r f o r m the traditional 
"Kyoto Dance," a spectacle 
to behold. 


But it is not the numer- 


ous festivals alone that at- 
tract visitors. The charm of 
Kyoto manifests itself to 
everyone, and it is made of 
a 
combination of many 


things; its very appearance, 
its antiquity, the lovely 
shops, its theaters, all these 
and many more combine to 
give the city its flavor. 
Here is where life is much 
like it was in centuries past 
and, 
despite modern con- 


veniences and the progress 
of science elsewhere, that 
seems to bs what people 
really like. Once upon a 
time life was uncomplicated 
and charming. It still is in 
Kyoto.

M o d e r n man, since the 


time of the conquistadores, 
has gazed in awe and won- 
der at the splendid a p a r t - 
ment house-like ruins mys- 
teriously abandoned h u n- 
dreds of years ago by early 
Arizona residents. 


These well preserved In- 


dian ruins range across the 
s t a t e from north to south 
with the four-story Casa 
Grande National Monument 
near Coolidge and the three 
exceptionally large and in- 
teresting cave pueblos — 
Betatkin, Keet Seel and In- 
scription H o u s e — in the 
Navajo National Monument 
anchoring each extremity. 


The Casa Grande Monu- 


ment, one of Arizona's best 
known ruins, is thought to 
have been constructed 600 
years ago in the Gila Valley 
by the Hohokam as a com- 
bination f o r t , watchtower 
and apartment house. 
* * * * 


CASA GRANDE was still 


in use in 1694 w h e n the 
great Jesuit missionary Fa- 
t h e r Eusebio Kino passed 
through on an exploratory 
m i s s i o n. At that time he 
n o t e d an extensive irriga- 
tion s y s t e m and the pol- 
ished surface of the build- 
ing's i n t e r i o r walls. The 
great house was abandoned 
several years after Father 
K i n o's visit, for unknown 
reasons. 


While the Hohokam were 


busy d e v e l o p i n g Casa 
Grande, the Arasazi, or an- 
cient ones, were becoming 
sedentary in the Navajo 
National Monument 
cliff 


d w e l l i n g s . The Navajo 
ruins, l o c a t e d in great 
caves carved by wind and 
water into the side of huge, 
red sandstone c l i f f s , con- 
t a i n approximately 500 
apartments. Severe drought 
conditions during the 13th 
century apparently forced 
abandonment of the area.

•J>WO BROWN PELICANS 


plunge headlong to- 


ward the Pacific surf. One 
hits the water and scoops 
a live fish into his enorm- 
ous pouch. Pelican number 
two pounces on the gun- 
wale of a fishing boat. He 
hops to a bait tank, ignores 
the indignant shouts of an 
a r o u s e d fisherman and 
plucks out several live deli- 
cacies. Gulping his catch, 
he spreads his wings and 
soars skyward. 


Fishermen and bird en- 


thusiasts are well ac- 
quainted with the Califor- 
nia brown pelican. They 
see him frequently during 
the summer and fall, al- 
though he is a year-round 
Southern California coast- 
line resident If you ask 
them to describe the brown 
pelican's behavior, you will 
soon discover he is a highly 
controversial subject 


If you walk out on a 


beach front pier and discuss 
pelicans with an habitual 
fisherman, you undoubted- 
ly will find he resents peli- 
cans. They get in his way, 
steal his live bait and grab- 
bis catch. If a pelican Is 
perched on a snack shop 
roof, the fisherman is likely 
to insist the bird has 
spoiled 
his fishing. 
He 


can't shoot the creature; 
state laws protect it. But 
he would like to shoo away 
the intruder. 


Chat with an angler re- 


cently returned from a fish- 
ing trip. He is well versed 
on a pelican's ability to raid 
live-bait devices used for 
attracting larger fish. Nor 
are pelicans averse to strip- 
ping jig fish hooks or de- 
vouring chum or anchovies 
dispersed around a fishing 
boat. 


DONT BE surprised if 


the angler admits snagging 
a pelican or two with a 
fish hook. Yet, he will in- 
sist experienced fishermen 
have less trouble with peli- 
cans. They weight their 
lines, cast their live bait out 
into 
the 
water 
without 


stunning or killing it, and 
keep their lines taut. If their 
wiggly bait is kept below 
the water's surface, peli- 
cans are less likely to 
strike. As a final comment, 
Joe Fisherman admits peli- 
cans are not as numerous 
or as troublesome as the 
less intelligent sea gulls. 


Afternoon and evening 


pier strollers provide varied 
reactions on the subject of 
pelicans. One elderly gen- 
tleman, 
perhaps a dis- 


gruntled fisherman, would 
like to have all pelicans ex- 
terminated. Immediately, a 
bird enthusiast interrupts. 
She zestfully describes the 
antics of a pelican she ob- 
served 
the 
day 
before. 


Perched atop an adjacent 
post, he balanced himself

on one leg and soberly eyed 
each passing human being. 
• S u d d e n l y 
he turned, 


swooped down on the water 
and plucked up a live fish. 


A newcomer to Southern 


California recalls the white 
pelicans of his home prairie 
state. He tells how white 
pelicans work in circular or 
crescent formations. They 
drive 
terrified 
fish Into 


shallow water, then lower 
their bills and devour their 
catch. 


Another dyed-in-the-wool 


fisherman insists he has ob- 
served whits pelicans out 
in the harbor. When 
pressed, he admits brown 
or grayish-hued California 
brown pelicans 'are seen 
more frequently. 


LEAVING THE debaters 


behind, you descend to the 
beach and saunter along 
the pounding surf. After 
several hundred yards you 
e n c o u n t e r - a gentleman 
peering 
up at the sky 


t h r o u g h binoculars. He 
turns out to be a State Col- 
lege zoology professor and 
an ornithologist. What is 
he watching? The skillful 
fishing maneuvers of 
a 


plummeting pelican. You 
point to the bird. The pro- 
fessor nods and provides 
you with some interesting 
tidbits on pelicans. 


Brown pelicans are scien- 


tifically known as Pelecanus 
californicus. Although they 
inhabit the Southern Cali- 
fornia coast, they fly to the 
Channel Islands d u r i n g 


March and April and build 
or reconstruct crude nests 
out of seaweed, sticks and 
rubbish. 
While gathering 


sticks they use a technique 
similar to their fish catch- 
ing method. Except they 
land feet first rather than 
head first on a bush, and 
their impact flattens and 
breaks up their target. Oc- 
casionally, pelicans mistake 
cactus for some other bush 
and encounter a prickly 
surprise. 


Mother pelicans lay one 


to four white eggs and 
closely attend their nests. 
After their chicks hatch, 
both parents alternate in 
catching 
fish 
for 
their 


young. One parent soars 
off, catches and swallows 
s e v e r a l live fish, then 
promptly returns to the 
nest. After regurgitating his 
catch, the parent opens his 
bill and allows an eager 
chick to pluck fish from his 
pouch. 


THE FLUFFY, solemn-ap- 


pearing pelican chicks leave 
their nests before half 
grown. They flock together 
and parade sedately around 
their rockery or cliff home. 
Curious and adventuresome, 
they investigate crevices 
and protecting shelves. Oc- 
casionally they hop off Into 
a cactus patch, then flutter 
back bristling with cactus 
spines. 
•''.'. 


"When able to fly, peli- 


cans experiment with soar- 
ing, skimming, turning and 
landing. Should predators 


or man disturb a colony, 
frightened chicks may take 
off and careen out over the 
ocean. Turning precariously 
on unsteady wings, they 
scoot back on a breeze. 
And those who have not 
mastered 
their 
alighting 


techniques may hit a cliff 
at full speed and become a 
hovering gull's victim. 


Western gulls are the 


pelican's number one ene- 
my. If pelican parents leave 
their nest u n a t t e n d e d , 
awaiting gulls will pounce 
on and puncture as many 
eggs as possible. Gulls also 
peck holes in skulls of new- 
bom pelicans. Nor are adult 
pelicans free from the ha- 
rassment of Hermann gulls, 
who may prab a fish from a 
pelican's bill. 


MENTION white pelicans 


and the professor compares 
the two pelican species. 
White pelicans or Pelecanus 
erythrorhynchss migrate to 
the 
Southern 
California 


coast in October and remain 
through 
the winter and 


spring. The following May 
they migrate to inland fresh 
water 
lakes, build their 


nests and raise their young. 


White p e l i c a n chicks 


grow rapidly. Two months 
after hatching, their weight 
temporarily exceeds that of 
their parents. An adult 
white pelican weighs ap- 
proximately 15 pounds. He 
measures up to six feet In 
length and displays a nine-

United States and several foreign coun- 
tries «re scheduled to appear during the 
•week-long event which will be climaxed 
by a two-day air show, July 29-30, which 
wHl also serve to commemorate the 25th 
anniversary of the Los Alamitos station, 


: .Highlighting the s h o w will be the 
Navy's famed precision flight demonstra- 
tion team, the Blue Angels, as well as 
Capt Dick Schram, "the Flying Profes- 
sor," and the Army's highly touted para- 
chute team, the Golden Knights'. 


.The event is jointly sponsored by the 


Academy of Model Aeronautics and the 
Naval Air Reserve which has hosted the 
events at their air stations for the past20 
.years. • 
"

Host clubs for this year's event are 


the Los A n g e 1 e s Larks and the Long 
Beach Birds. The Birds, one of the largest 
clubs in the nation, have over 175 adult 
members and 50 junior members from 
southern Los Angeles and Orange Coun- 
ties. They maintain their own "airport" 
near the San Diego Freeway and Aval on 
Boulevard where the miniature aircraft 
are constantly tested and improved. 


TO THE MODEL AIRCRAFT enthu- 


siast, building and flying models is a very 
serious sport and hobby. 


These boys and men, from 8 to 80, will 


be competing for more than 500 trophies 
and p r i z e s In 30 different events. Girl 
model plane enthusiasts, t h o u g h rare, 
will also be seen this year. 


A i r c r a f t flown In the event range 


from small indoor models, gliders and 
rubber-band powered, which cost less 
than a dollar to construct, to four-engine, 
radio-controlled scale models costing 
over $1,000 and taking years to build. Be- 
tween the two cost extremes is a ladder 


of progression in aircraft complexity and 
cost. • 


From rubber band power, the young 


modelers progress to a tiny engine de- 
signed to fly planes with a wingspan of 
from 10 to 30 inches. These engines run 
on a mixture of alcohol and oil, plus some 
igniter additives, and cost around $5. 


Ignition Is supplied by a tiny heater 


element called a glow plug. 


The smallest engines have a displace- 


ment of less than one-hundreth of a cubic 
inch, and the largest practical englnes.are 
of about six-tenths of a cubic inch In dis- 
placement. This compares with automo- 
bile engines of about 300 cubic inches to 
displacement The largest model engines 
will easily fly models of more than six 
feet wingspan, including radio-controlled 
models weighing over 10 pounds. The 
academy places a 15-pound weight limit 
on models for safety reasons. 


CONTEST FLYING breaks down into 


three general categories: the big radio-

Free fliglu models are generally the 


least e x p e n s i v e and were the original 
concept in model flying. They are hand- 
l a u n c h e d , or take off under their own 
power, and fly uninhibited except for pre- 
set adjustments to flying surfaces. The 
object in most events, from glider to the 
largest powered free flights, is duration 
of flight. 


Control line, a comparatively new de- 


velopment, allows the pilot to control the 
up and down motion of his plane, plus en- 
gine speed, flaps, etc. by means of thin 
steel lines attached to one side of the 
plane. 


This flying is done in a circle of about 


MO feet in d i a m e t e r. In this category, 
precision acrobatic maneuvers can be 
j u d g e d , including loops, figure eights, 
takeoffs and landings and other aerial ac- 
robatics. 


Speed flying is another control line 


event, with some models being able to 
achieve speed of 180 miles an hour. 


The ultimate model category, and by 


far the most expensive, is radio control. 
It c o m b i n e s the best features of free 
flight and control line. 


The plane is equipped with a tiny ra- 


dio receiver and is controlled from the 
ground by the pilot's transmitter. 


SOME OF THE MANEUVERS in the 


radio c o n t r r > I pattern event are: three- 
turn spin, outside loops, inverted figure 
eight, Cuban eight, horizontal rolls, touch 
and-go, tail s l i d e wingover and immel- 
man turn. 


Some radio pilots practice up to 40 


hours a week for the n a t i o n a l s and 
competition between equipment makers 
and model designers is keen. It means a 
g r e a t sales boost for manufacturers to 
have their products do well at the nation- 
als. 


In addition to a c r o b a t i c pattern 


flying, radio-controlled models compete 
in pylon races c o n s i s t i n g of 10 laps 
around three pylons for a total course 
distance of over two miles. 


The models are replicas of the popular 


190 cubic inch racing planes flown in air 
races across the country. While the big 
planes are averaging close to 200 miles 
an hour, their tiny replicas are doing laps 
at better than 100 miles an hour.

himself living there. Set 
the right mood and a house 
will sell right away," said 
another realtor. "But that's 
where most people goof be- 
cause they don't have their 
houses ready to sell, ready 


to mako rooms seem more 
spacious. Only close cur 
tains on bad views like the 
neighbor's o v e r f l o w i n g 
trash cans. On hot days, ar- 
range drapes or (urn on air 
conditioning to make rooms 
seem cool. On cold days, a 
fire in ihe fireplace is a big 
aid to selling because it 
makes 
a. house seem ap- 


pealing. 
Heat should be 


turned on well in advance 
of the buyer's visit on cold 
days. 


Most real estate special- 


ists insist that people can't 
visualize themselves in a 
house without furnishings.

California's 


Golden 
Goose

MBAD IT NOT BEEN for a 
marauding am- . in the 
** neighborhood, a transplanted Yankee might not have 
built a high strong fence. And had it not been for that high 
strong fence, which "would have slopped a shorthorn bull 
in full charge," two tender shrubs from Brazil might never 
have survived as Hie origin of California's stupendous nav- 
el orange industry. 


Still adventurous, with half a century of his life already 


spent, Luther Tibbets came out from Maine in 1870 and 
took up 160 acres for homesteading in what is now River- 
side. He brought along a considerable library, including all 
books, bulletins and pamphlets on agricultural subjects he 
had been able to colled. 


To William Saunders, Commissioner of Agriculture in 


Washington, he sent samples of soil for analysis and re- 
quested advice on what shrubs and trees would be most 
suitable for cultivation. Since he was now a man of the 
soil, he wanted to know all about farming and growing. 


When 12 budwood samples of the seedless orange :<r- 


r i v e d at the Department of Agriculture in Washington 
from an unknown woman, reportedly the wife of a mis- 
sionary in Bahia, Brazil, the commissioner remembered 
the pioneering Yankee in Southern California. He sent 
three of the plants to the Tibbets family. "These are said 
to be a seedless variety of orange, if there is such a thing," 
Commissioner Saunders wrote. "I thought you might wan I 
to experiment with them." 


TIBBETS HITCHED UP and drove to the express of- 


fice in Los Angeles, a distance of 65 miles, and returned 
with the three live shoots. They were planted in the front 
yard of the Tibbets home, in among the flowers and as 
near to the house as feasible., in March 1874, although 
they had arrived in December 1873. 


One night a cow strayed into the Tibbets yard and 


trampled to death one of the priceless shrubs. And that's 
when Tibbets put up a protecting fence around the remain- 
ing two. 


No child ever received more tender care than those 


two experimental plants. The Tibbetses carefully watered

them and kept the buds nipped to prevent early flowering 
until the roots could sel strong — all the while enduring 
the laughs and jibes of neighbors about an impossible or- 
ange with no seeds. 


After four years of holding off blossoming and fruit- 


ing to insure full production, it was now time to see what 
(he fruit was like. In 1878 each tree was permitted to beat 
two oranges. 


When.they r i p e n e d the family decided to make a 


memorable, occasion of it by inviting eight or ten neigh- 
bors to sample the first specimens. 


Mr. and Mrs. George Garcelon, also from Maine, were 


old friends and pioneering neighbors. "In view of a severe 
ordeal through which Mr. and Mrs. Tibbets had so recently 
passed and her still delicate health," the Garcelons pro- 
posed making the event a combination of orange-sampling 
and house-warming at their own newly completed house. 
It was a grand structure on Seventh Avenue, near the 
heart of the town of Riverside — the first plastered house 
in the locality, and thus a sharp contrast to the primitive 
shacks of earlier homesteading days. They sent out invita- 
tions, and every one was accepted. 


THE HISTORIC EVENING arrived and gaiety filled 


the new Garcelon home. The invited came from near and 
far. Some doubted. Some half-believed. Some merely wait- 
ed to see an orange with no seeds. 


Eliza Tibbets, still convalescing and pale, was the gra- 


cious "orange hostess." Resplendent in stylish dress, she 
proudly passed a colorful platter of segregated fruit sec- 
tions among the guests. 


At the first taste, the ladies emitted squeals of excite- 


ment and delight. The men nodded approvingly, slapped 
one another on the had; with great enthusiasm, shouted in 
monosyllables. 


"No seeds!" 
"You done it!" 
"Navy a seed!" 
"And sweet, too!" 
All were exuberant. And thoroughly convinced. Now 


the eccentric from Maine and his wife were covered with 
glory- The town of Riverside promptly held a Citrus Fair, 
the first in California. 


The next year the trees were permitted to bear half a 


bushel of fruit each. And after that no limit was set. But 
the demand for buds to transplant became so great the 
two trees were finally used for propagation instead of 
fruitage. 


Si and Sam, as Josiah Cover and Samuel McCoy were 


known, had a. nursery business close by. They were soon 
swamped with requests to graft buds from the seedless or- 
ange trees into vigorous seedlings of fruit growers. 


Sales rose to $600 a month for budwood from their 


trees, and the Tibbetses were offered $10,000 each for the 
two. They stoutly refused to sell. 


Thousands of visitors trekked to the Tibbets home to 


see with their own eyes the wealth-making trees and to 
speak with the owners'who held a magic wand. Land that 
previously sold for $20 an acre jumped in price to $1,000 
an acre. The Tibbets family bought a fancy brougham and

Tomorrow's Look 
in Transportation 


Full Speed 


Ahead

A huge helicopter carrying a bus-like passenger pod demonstrates new 
concept that may shorten the time it takes traveler to reach airport. 


g^AR!. SWIiNSON is a Southland urban 


commuter. He lives in Fullerton and 


works in downtown Los Angeles. For years, 
Swenson commuted by train—a 45-minute 
trip from the Fullerton train station to 
Union Station in Los Angeles. Then the 
train discontinued the commuter run. 


S w e n s o n now drives the 30 miles to 


work in rush hour traffic. The lime: one 
hour, if the Santa Ana Freeway traffic 
moves " n o r m a l l y " at 30 miles an hour. 
Some days it takes an hour and a half. 


He could take the Southern California 


Rapid Transit District's freeway flyer from 
Fullerton to Los Angeles, but he would still 
need an hour to reach his work. The free- 
way flyer is a bus that plows through the 
same traffic, at the same hour and on the 
same freeway. 


Swenson is one of millions in the South- 


land who are faced with traveling great dis- 
tances tu and from work. Their situation 
isn't gelling better— it is gelling worse. 


AT PEAK HOURS the Southland's fabu- 


lous freeways come lo a turtle's trot. How- 
ever, there is hope for Ihe future Southland 
Swensons. Transportation engineers have 
solutions to Ihe freeway folly, if not the 
funds to implement them, in fantastic sur- 
face vehicles. These mass Iransit machines 
will someday s o l v e Southern California's 
massive metropolitan transit dilemma. 


North American Aviation did a six- 


month study on problems of transportation 
in California, using a 50-year projection. Its 
engineers found (hat California's single 
major transportation headache is that of ur- 
ban congestion—mostly within, but also out 
of and into the large metropolitan areas. 


The report also found that in far loo 


many areas of the stale the only means of 
transportation is (he individual automobile 
—a fact well known to Southland freeway 
travelers. 


The NAA report visualized these trans; 


portation marvels: 


—A lube train built like a wingless air- 


plane and capable of jettisoning commuters 
between urban centers at 300 to 600 miles 
an hour. 


—A surface vehicle 200 to 300 feet iong 


that wouM travel along a track, with a lip 
on each side for stability, at speeds of 150 
to 300 miles an hour. 


—Hydroplanes lhat would skim along 


T«n 


the Southern California coastline connect- 
ing urban centers 


—Air cushion vehicles that would travel 


up and down dry riverbeds. 


—A new type of airplane, designed to 


be a cross between a conventional aircraft 
and a helicopter, which would fly commut- 
ers on established urban air routes at the 
5,000 foot altitude. 


How soon such radical means of moving 


people to and from Ihe urban areas become 
reality is pure speculation. However, amaz- 
ing — and even radical — mass transit sys- 
tems are being constructed today, the clos- 
est being the ultra-modern system under 
construction in San Francisco. 


THIRTY-FOUR metropolitan cities in 


(he United States, including the Los An- 
geles County metropolitan area, have some 
type of rapid transit program under way. 
These range from Ihe p l a n n i n g stage to 
demonstration projects to aclual construc- 
tion. 


Los A n g e l e s County has many study 


p r o j e c t s under way, but the mere name 
Southern California Rapid Transit District 


shouldn't be confused with either Southern 
California or anything rapid. Buses are used 
by the SCRTD and these cumbersome vehi- 
cles travel routes on freeways and surface 
streets, competing with other vehicles for 
running room, adding lo Ihe congestion and 
the smog. 


The move toward rapid transit methods 


in Ihe Soulhland and the nation is one of 
survival. Our streets are already strangled 
by too many rubber-lired vehicles. Experts 
say that the U.S. population will double 
from 200 to 400 million by the year 2000. 
Moreover,'by 1970 three-fourths of the pop- 
ulalion will be concentrated in urban areas 
and by the year 2000 this figure will in- 
crease to four-fifths. 


And, by Ihe 1980s ihere will Iw MO mil- 


lion people living in about 40 urban com- 
plexes which will spread over less than iwo 
per cent of the land. If each adult has to 
provide his own means of transpV>rtafion in 
those urban complexes Ihere won't be room 
to open the car door, much less drive the 
vehicle. 


IN SAN FRANCISCO w h e r e the new

Bay Area Rapid T r a n s i i system is being 
constructed, there are now 1.5 million auto- 
mobiles lhat squeeze in and out of the city 
on multi-level freeways. San Francisco, like 
Los Angeles, has reached a congestion cri- 
sis in its streets even though San Francis- 
cans slill ride streetcars and buses in great- 
er numbers than Los Angelenos. 


What the Bay area is d o i n g in rapid 


transit may prove to be a g u i d c I i-n e for 
Southern California. Passenger service on 
the Bay Area system begins in 1968 on a 
partially completed rail system. The entire 
line, a modern, 75-mile-long route linking 
three counties, will be completed in 1971.. 


The $1 billion system will eventually al- 


low passengers to ride from any point of 
Ihe network in less lhan an hour via sub- 
ways, elevated rails, surface lines, tunnels 
and a tube under the bay b e t w e e n San 
Francisco and Oakland. The passengers will 
ride in air conditioned, lightweight alumi- 
num cars with carpeted floors and uphol- 
stered seats. They will speed to d e s 1 i n .1- 
tions at 80 miles an hour. 


The train will be automated—run by a 


computer. The vehicle itself will run by 
traction motors, picking up electrical power 
from the third rail. At rush hours, trains 
will run at 90-second intervals and be made 
up of from 2 to 10 cars. A central computer, 
located in Oakland, will regulate the sys- 
tem, making d e c i s i o n s on timetable 
changes, train lengths and train spacing. 


BART is now working on a program for 


automated f a r e s for commuters, using n 
-credit card-like magnetically coded commu- 
ter ticket. 


Henry D. Quinby, one of the BART sys- 


tem designers, said "forecasts indicate thai 
almost 120,000 people will use the transit 
system by 1975." He predicted lhat minia- 
ture cars, possibly electric cars, would be 
used to shuttle people to and from the 33 
transit stations along the 75-mile route. 


HOW DID San Francisco get such an 


advance start in solving its transit prob- 
lems while Los Angeles — with more car* 
and more people — is left at the bus stop? 


B. R. Stokes, BART 
representative, 


cites a civic effort of more, than 10 years. 
"A rapid transit system," he said, "will 
not succeed unless you devote as much at- 
tention to education as you do to the engi- 
neering, financing a n d organizational as- 


nated on intercity routes when streetcars 
and the Pacific Electric Red Cars were ex- 
changed for buses. 


When the Southern Pacific Railroad LO. 


asked the Public Utilities Commission per- 
m 1 s s 1 o n to discontinue the daily run be- 
tween San Francisco and Los Angeles of Its 
crack train "The Lark," one of its spokes- 
men moaned: 


"The l.ark has a fatal flaw: it doesn't

cross network of highways by 1972, is al- 
most four years behind schedule and is ex- 
pected to cost an additional $5.8 billion to 
complete. 


Carpeting the nation with asphalt and 


concrete is expensive. Rights of way are 
costly and take 40 to 50 acres of land per 
mile off the tax-rolls. Upkeep of highways 
is tremendously expensive and the ribbons 
o f pavement, cloverleafs, overpasses, on 
and off ramps don't improve the landscape. 


Besides, national experts claim highway 


traffic is expected to grow at such a pace, 
that by 1980 even more highways will•'be 


- needed. The number of car registrations in 


the United States is expected to jump from 
its present 85 million to 120 million by 1980 
— almost one car for every two people in 
the nation. 


In contrast, the n u m b e r of commuter 


trips on surface transit vehicles — ranging 
from trains to buses — has decreased from 
485 million in 1929 to 224 million in 1959 
and continues to dip. This decrease is not to 
be confused with an unwillingness to travel 
by these means, but rather is caused by dis- 
appearing means of mass transit.

The original home was 


built more than 75 years 
ago, but little of the struc- 
ture or style remains as 
Whitley expanded his home 
to fill the needs of a fam- 
ily with four children. As 
the house progressed, the 
children grew up and two 
married, leaving the Whit- 
ley family whittled to four 
in a home built for six! 


The exterior of the home 


is Whitley's own design 
with pale yellow stucco and 
white redwood siding ac- 
centing a gable roof with 
three dormer windows dot- 
ting the facade.

a rubber-lired buggy •— indisputable symbols of financial 
success. 


THE ORANGE-G R O W I N G MANIA spread across 


Southern California. Groves of young navel orange plants 
dotted the land like swatches of sculptured carpet. The lit- 
tle golden sphere with the fascinating "navel" and entirely 
devoid of seeds was on its way to become the greatest cit- 
rus industry on the North American continent. 


Then tribulations o v e r t o o k Luther Tibbets. He be- 


came embroiled in lawsuits over land and water. He lost 
his home and property. He was shot and seriously wound- 
ed by a neighbor's farmhand. His child died as the result of 
a tragic accident. He became melancholy and bitter. 


The Riverside Press, on July 21, 1902, carried the fol- 


lowing insertion by Dr. E. P. Clarke: 


Luther C. Tibbets, famous as the man who 


introduced the navel orange in this country, died 
at the County Hospital this afternoon. 
Ironic. Ironic and particularly sad when we consider 


the navel orange production and exportation of the pres- 
ent day; '"• '•' 


After the deaths'of Luther and Eliza Tibbets, in the 


settlement of the estate, one of the original trees was giv- 
en to Frank Miller for transplanting in the courtyard of his 
Mission Inn. On May 8, 1903, President Theodore Roose- 
velt himself assisted in its transplanting. The tree died in 
1923, and was replaced with an 11-year-old tree which had 
been propagated from the Mission Inn tree. 


The other original tree, which was presented to the 


City of Riverside, was transplanted early in 1903 to a 
small triangular area at the junction of Magnolia and Ar- 
lington Avenues, across the street from the Tibbetses' old 
homestead. The tree had a hard struggle to.maintain life 
because it had been set too deep. A surgical operation on 
the roots saved the tree. 


THE DAUGHTERS OF THE American Revolution, 


who have never been accused of a lack of zeal for mem- 
bers of their own sex, enclosed this single remaining par- 
ent tree with an ornamental iron fence and placed Inside a 
bronze tablet. The tablet's inscription attributes the plant- 
ing and success of the navel orange industry exclusively to 
Eliza Tibbets. 


Historical records are meager and conflicting. Some 


verbose writers have Luther and Eliza Tibbets competing 
for the honor of having planted the first nave! orange. But 
these two pioneers had a kind of cooperation and under- 
standing that belies their competing In anything, as may 
be concluded from their joint participation with regard to 
coterie spiritualist sessions. 


Although Luther Tibbets himself was no cultist or de- 


votee, h* did assist his wife in her seances. (Eliza Tibbets 
is the recognized founder of the first cult in California.) 
When Mrs. Tibbets, dressed m ceremonial robe, reclined 
on a couch in a semi-darkened room, her husband stood 
behind "gently waving a fan while she passed into a trance 
to await the arrival of the desired spirit" 


With this kind of togetherness, it would seem logical 


• that both Luther Tibbets and his •wife shared in planting 
and nurturing the little budded shrubs from Brazil. After 
an, there were two of the parent trees. Why not accord 
them one each? 


What matters most to succeeding generations, and to 


lip-smacktng navel orange lovers everywhere, fa that in 
this case the Golden Goose survived.

Vintage Theater Explored 


CROWKLL'S H A N D B O O K OF CLASSICAL 


DRAMA, by Richmond Y. Halhorn (Crowell, 


$6.05) is a long-needed ancillary to the plays of an- 
cient Greece and Rome, for the c l a s s i c a l drama, 
especially that of Aeschylus, Euripides, Sophocles 
and Aristophanes, attracting, as they do larger audi- 
ences each year in this country. For those who have 
not yet reached the level of these masterpieces, mu- 
sicals like "A Funny Thing Happened on the Way to 
the Forum" (which Hollywood made into a film) 
have given an idea of the kind of salty wit to be 
found in Hie Roman writer of comedies, Plautus. 


For students of the classical drama this is an in- 


valuable reference book. To many others, the alpha- 
betically arranged volume can provide hours of just 
plain peeking-about pleasure. 


You learn a lot not only about the titans of the 


ancient stage, but about many of the lesser-known 
dramatists, like Cratinus, who died in 422 B.C., and 
was ridiculed as a drunkard in the great Aristop- 
hanes' plays "The K n i g h t s , 
Fhe Frogs" and 


"Peace." Cratinus reciprocated for Aristophanes in 
his play "The Wine Flask." Says the Handbook: "It 
must have been particularly g a 11 i n g for Aristop- 
hanes when Cratinus, whom he had portrayed as out 
of public favor in an alcoholic old age, won first 
prize with The Wine Flask' in 423 B.C." 


The' Handbook deals with all manner of informa- 


tion, connected with the plays and not the least fas- 
cinating are the explanations of terms used in them, 
t h r o u g h which we glean a down-to-earth idea of 
how people lived and conducted themselves. Take, 
for example, cottabus. It was a game played by the 
Greeks at banquets. "Its object was the throwing of 
wine left in cups into floating saucers so as to sink 
them." 


What did the Romans shout at their bacchana- 


lian orgies? It was "Euhoe!" 


In the wealth of the H a n d b o o k 's information 


there are to found detailed entries on every extant 
play, including those of which only tantalizing frag- 
ments'have been discovered; on the plays' form and 
language; on theatrical conventions; on persons, real 
or mythical mentioned in the plays; on stage busi- 
ness of every kind, the use of curtains, the prosce- 
nium, etc. 


For each play there are historical data, the im- 


portant translations in verse or prose; and critical 
commentary. 


It all proves you can have a lot of pleasure while 


you learn.

"Impressions d' Afrique," by Lindy Foonl and her father, 
the English novelist and critic Rayner Heppenslall, is a 
worthy start in that direction. 


Roussel was influential in early 20lh Century French 


literature; this novel reminds one of a sort of suiriMlislic 
Evelyn Waugli. 


The passengers of a French liner, bound for South 


America, are shipwrecked on an imaginary coast of Africa, 
and are held there for ransom by the native Emperor Tnlu 
VII. While an emissary of Talu is on his way to France to 
collect the ransom, the passengers, among whom arc opera 
singers and circus fold, scientists and inventors, an aging 
ballerina and assorted freaks and others, pass their lime 
by arranging a gala fete for Talu's coronation as king of 
new territory he has conquered while they are in his rclm. 


Roussel uses a strong surrealistic touch in his unique, 


but never opaque style, and Ihe novel is thoroughly enjoy- 
able. 


RAYMOND ROUSSEL: A CRITICAL STUDY, by 


Rayner Heppenstall. University of California Press, S4.50. 


A reader of "Impressions of Africa" will welcome this 


life and critical study of the novelist who was ahead of his 
time and who is acknowledged by Alain Robbe'-Grillct and 
Eugene lonesco as the main forerunner of the nouveau ro- 
num and the "theater of the absurd." Jt is their acknowl- 
edgement that has brought about a revival, for he was an 
e c c e n t r i c of the deepest dye. Heppenstall's critique of 
Roussel's novels (he wrote them in prose and verse) and 
his plays reveals a highly imaginative writer, a true origi- 
nal.

YOU HAVE no doubt heard a silver dollar re- 


ferred to as a cart wheel, but it also has been called 
a "buzzard," as many of the early U.S. silver dollars 
had a buzzard-like eagle on the reverse. '

worth about two-tenths of a cent. Lepton translated 
means mite and was the lowest denomination of 
money mentioned in the sacred writings. 


QUESTION: When did the San Francisco Mint 


cease the coining of money? 


ANSWER: It stopped minting money in 1955 and 


now is operated as an assay office. The mints in op- 
eration at Philadelphia and Denver are open to visi- 
tors, and tours are available which enable one to see 
the actual processes In the making of money.

Wives Found Alike

•pSYCHIATRIC researchers ha v e 
* 
studied ttie husbands of para- 


noid w o m e n—women with delu- 
sions--and have found a common 
factor: 


The husbands are willing victims. 
Hushands of nine women \vilh a 


d i a g n o s i s of paranoid reaction 
shared common characteristics: 


The men w e r e shy and hard 


working and had shouldered much 
responsibility since early childhood. 
They had had few friends through- 
out their lives and rarely dated be- 
fore marriage. Average age at mar- 
riage: 37 years. They were reliable 
employes with stable job histories, 
but due to an inability (o assume 
supervisory responsibility, a 1 1 had 
failed to be promoted. 


Despite bad t r e a t in e n t by the 


wives, none of the husbands ever 
considered divorce. In f a c t , when 
wives were hospitalized, husbands 
wished them to be discharged and 
returned home. 


The study was conducted by in- 


vestigators at the National Institute 
of Menial Health and the Harvard 
Medical School.

R e m o n t a n t iris, 
sometimes c a l l e d repeal 
bloomers, are the reliable 
ones lo T I o w -s r ayain this 
s a m e year some several 
in o n I li s afier the spring 
blooming s e a s o n , 01 they 
may flower in the fall. 


Old knobby four- or five- 


year-old iris clumps should 
be dug up, separated, young 
ones s a v e d , and the rest 
t h r o w n away. The soil 
s h o u l d be rejuvenated by 
working in some bone meal 
and compost soil or one of 
the prepared planter mulch 
us. E x t r a long roots of 
young plants may be short- 
ened by tutting them back 
an inch or two. The leaves 
s h o u l d be cut back half 
their length but cut into ao 
arrowhead form. 


In a triangle planting, ttie 


three p l a n t s should be 
spaced at least a foot apart, 
w i t h the leaf ends of the 
rhizomes facing away from 
the centers of the triangle. 
T h e top of the rhizomes 
should be exposed if soil is 
heavy clay. Water the new- 
ly set out plants well sever- 
al times, then water only as 
the soil dries. Water oflen- 
er when well started. 


You s t i l l can purchase 


bare root iris from the iris 
specialists. There are many 
interesting w a v y petaled 
and u n u s u a l colors and. 
shadings of these beautiful 
flowered 
v a r i e t i e s to 


choose f r o m. If your nur- 
seryman doesn't g ro w iris 
in containers or doesn't sell 
them bare root, he'll gladly 
recommend an iris special- 
ist or two from whom you 
can purchase the roots. 


CUT CARNATION flow- 


er stems at a point in the 
leafy portion of the plant. 


Bearded iris clumps should be divided every 
three or four years, new plants reset, old sec- 


tions discarded. 


This forces s e v e r a l new 
shoots to start. Later more 
new growth develops which 
means more blossoms. Bet- 
ter s t i l l , the flower stems 
are not as tall and leggy; 
therefore, they won't need 
staking. Feed the plants a 
balanced plant food for suc- 
ceeding c r o p s of flowers. 
Watch for spider mites and 
thrips and spray if any are 
found. 


P r u n e faded hydrangea 


blossoms back now to with- 
in two or three buds of last 
year's pruning instead of 
waiting till dormant winter 
season. 


S e v e r a l of our garden 


column readers are having 
p r o b l e m s with some of 
their zinnias, and naturally 
wonder if the smog is the 


p r i m a r y cause. Some of 
their z i n n i a plant foliage 
b e c o m e s limp as though 
suffering from lack of wa- 
ter, yet the plants are well 
w a t e r e d when they are 
t h i r s t y . 
The 
leafage 


b r o w n s, dries and plants 
slowly die. 


We c h e c k e d into this 


p r o b 1 e m and discovered 
s o m e of the zinnias were 
a t t a c k e d by borers. The 
flying i n s e c t s sting the 
stein, and lay eggs which 
hatch into b o r e r s which 
bore down the stems! One 
of t h e nurserymen let us 
pull up two y o u n g wilted 
zinnia plants in a flat. We 
split down the main steins 
and in one of them found a 
transparent, jelly-like, min- 
ute borer. 


Stomach type insecticide 


spraying doesn'l gel at the 
borers in stem. Possibly in- 
secticide dusting I h e soil 
in i gh t be a helpful factor 
should the post bore out of 


I he p l a n t si em and drop 
d o w n into the soil to pu- 
pate. 
P e r s o n a l l y 
we 


wouldn't hesitate in replac- 
ing the willed zinnias with 
young plants. 


DERP WATER trees of- 


tencr in hot dry areas, if fo- 
liage tends lo drop off fre- 
quently, even t h o u g h the 
Irees are ornamental ever- 
green. 


Trees in lawns need sup- 


plemental watering because 
they don't gel enough wa- 
ter "from lawn watering. 


The s e c r e t of growing 


larger blossoms of plants is 
lo allow one terminal bud 
lo develop on e a c h stalk. 
This means you'll pinch off 
the small side buds so that 
all the strength and growth 
aids benefit the one remain- 
ing bud. Additionally, this 
h e l p s increase the flower 
s i z e as the bud develops 
into the bloom. 


One of the camellia bud 


drop causes is erratic wa- 


t e r i n g during the flower 
buds' development. Be sure 
to deep w a t e r the plants 
periodically and s h o w e r 
bathe the p l a n t s in late 
afternoon and evening to 
effect humid condition. 


Continue lo fertilize the 


plants. You plants usually 
are fed four or five times 
throughout the spring and 
s n m m e r season, whereas 
larger plants are fertilized 
a b o u t three times. A thin 
mulch of leaf mold or one 
of I h e prepared mulches 
conserves t h e moisture in 
Hie soil.

Re- 
member to oil the hinges on 
all closet doors -so they 
open easily. 


"Home buyers are drawer 


snoops," comments o n e 
realtor, "and most drawers 
stick and doors squeak." 
To remedy this, make sure 
all drawer contents are 
neat. 
Either sand down 


sticky drawers, or apply 
wax to the edges for ease 
in opening because they'll 
be opened. 


"Set the stage for sell- 


ing. 
I advise props like 


bowls of candy, cigarettes, 
magazines on tables. Light- 
ing should be done like a 
stage setting," advises an- 
other realtor. 


"CLEANLINESS makes a 


good impression and most 
walls and ceilings won't 
need repainting if they've 
been freshly scrubbed. Just 
before selling rugs should 
be given a once-over with 
shampoo and an electric 
shampoo machine. Wooden 
floors should be 
freshly 


waxed," he continues. 


"The kitchen must be 


spotless because b u y e r s 
show up at unexpected 
times. Bathrooms need to 
be neat and clean, which 
means that the housewife 
has to keep on her toes dur- 
ing the sale period. Tile 
usually needs a coat of 
wax. 
Caulking around all 


sinks and tubs should be 
recently applied. 


"Even the oldest house 


sells fast if it looks like an 
ad for soap, clean and 
sparkling. And nothing

. drop faster than a house 


that looks 
a mess and 


seems like a fixer-upper." 


Other areas that need 


work in most houses are 
hinges, windows, steps and 
nails. Hammer in all loose 
nails and oil the hinges of 
everything. Repair broken 
windows and fix all loose 
steps. Cover up, or repair 
sags and holes and leaks.

arrived,"

housewife confided, "so, I 
pretended to be the clean- 
ing lady and upset the 
whole house on purpose.

Colonel Klink — he with the monocle and the 


heel-clicking boots of television's p o p u l a r "Ho- 
gari's Heroes" series — is smiling these days 
through his apparent villainy. 


In real life the German compound comman- 


dant is Werner Klempcrer, and the Cologne-born 
actor is genuinely grateful for the role that en- 
abled him to shatter a 15-year-old mold of type- 
casting that made his aristocratic face one of the 
meanest images in contemporary entertainment 
fare. 


As Adolph E i c h m a n in the motion picture, 


"Operation Eichman," and as the Nazi war crimi- 
nal O t t o Hahn, in "Judgement at Nuremberg," 
Klemperer essayed two of the most unsympathet- 
ic roles in film history. 


For most of his acting career, which started 


when he was a corporal in the U.S. Army in World 
War II, he has played whatever villain was neces- 
sary at the moment. 


HE WAS, literally, cast by the front pages of 


the newspapers. 


"Producers like to feed the public's appetite 


for dramas that are topical," says Klemperer. 


"Whatever enemy the'script called for, I 


seemed to fit the part." 


K l e m p e r e r makes it clear that all this was 


good for his bank account. 


But what it didn't satisfy was his penchant for 


playing comedy. The moment he was away from 
the television or movie cameras he would "turn 
on" the comedy, he says. 


"My friends and family probably got plenty 


annoyed at my act, but I feel comedy is the es- 
sence of health, and any a n a l y s t will tell you

there's a direct corrolary between a sense of hu- 
mor and good health. 


That's why when the chance came to try out 


for the bumbling, stiff-backed Colonel Klink in 
'Hogan's Heroes' I leaped at it." 


NO ONE took the Nazi threat in the thirties 


more seriously than Werner's father, the famed 
conductor, Otto Klemperer, now 84. They escaped 
the SS men by four hours, and Klemperer is the 
first to state that he would not play a sympathetic 
German officer. 


"The concept of the series," he says, as it goes 


into its third year, "was based on the fact that 
comedy can puncture pretense and pomposity 
more effectively than straight drama. 


"The rigid, humorless approach'of the Nazis is 


highly v u l n e r a b l e to comedy, and in 'Hogan's 
Heroes' the American prisoners of war are far 
more effective in making their points against my 
innate stupidity than if they shot me. 


"OVER AND above the mesage of the series, 


the show enabled me to explore to great length 
any comedy talents I possess," he says. 


"I find that comedy lets me explore greater 


depths in the character of Colonel Klink. My frus- 
trations as the character in the series grow out of 
the basic truths I confront day after day, as the 
commandant in charge of the prison camp. 


"The essential truths of mankind — that there 


is a basic g o o d n'ess and dignity in man which 
makes him d i f f e r e n t from animals, and those 
truths p r e v a i l in the long run. All the Colonel 
Klinks of the world find that out in time."

TELEVISION TREND 


Longer Prime Time Shows

Television's trend t o w a r d longer prime time pro- 


grams, frequently of a special nature, is indicated in two 
network announcements^ 


NBC-TV said that a;two-hour prime time broadcast of 


a concert by the Boston Symphony Orchestra will be pre- 
sented Aug. 17, live and in color from Tanglewood, Lenox, 
Mass. 


Earlier, Universal Studios said it was preparing to de- 


velop a two-hour series, "The P r o t e c t o r s," revolving 
, 


around a city administration and aimed at landing a regu- ] 
lar network berth. 
\ 


The idea of longer and sometimes more special prime 


time programs is not at all new, despite all the promotion- 
al huffs and puffs currently emanating from the network. 
It is just that the mass audience has finally joined selec- 
tive viewers in a lack of excitement uver the normal series 
junk, and that the Industry knows it desperately needs 
prestige, and that the networks are much more concerned 
than they will admit publicly about the potential competi- 
tion of a public television service. 


LIKE EVERYONE else, the television industry does 


best when it runs a little scared, and it is running as 
scared as a multimillion-dollar business can get. On the 
one hand, with signs of audience boredom over regular se- 
ries all too obvious, it keeps saying how great it is doing 
and how the critics and indepdendnet pollsters aren't as 
accurate as its own staff researchers. On the other hand, It 
is in the process of applying major surgery to the con- 
cepts, formats and content of its prized prime time. So you 
figure it out. 


Actually, thoughts of elongated prime time series «C; 


celerated several years ago. After NBC-TV's 90-minute 
western, "the Virginian,"'proved itself in the ratings, Otter 
ideas were considered. CBS-TV's "Gunsmoke" and Ed Sul- 
livan show were prospects for expansion from an hour to 90 
m i n u t e s , but finally they stayed the same. ABC-TVs 
"Wagon Train" did go to the hour-ami-a-half length, but 
failed. 


THERE ARE obvious ad v a n t a g e s in a successful 


lengthy television show, chiefly that it ties up the viewers 
more securely for one network than was possible when pro- 
grams ended and began more frequnetly. Particularly in an 
age when leisure tirM activities are sharply competitive, 
this is a key financial consideration. 


The big breakthrough for successful long programs 


for television was the weekly movie. Now there are six 
each week. In addition, "Death of A Salesman" last year 
signaled the rush of numerous lengthy theatrical specials 
that got good ratings in competition with the regular 1&- 
ries fare.

The Mafia

WELDON, N.C. 


h Tuesday .morning, a small, 


dark, pox-marked Latin charac- 
ter named Louis—"Whatta'ya 
wanna know my lass name for? 


You some kinda stoolie?"—distributes 
cigarettes in the Eighth Avenue build- 
ings of New York City's garment district. 


In New York City at this writing the 


going retail pricefor a carton of 200 king- 
size cigarettes is $4.40 or 45 cents a- 
pack. 


Louis, a low-echelon hoodlum, sells 


his cartons for §4, $3.75, $3.50, $3, and 
his individual packs for 40 cents, 35 
cents, even 30 cents. "(try," he lies with 
a droop-lidded wink, "to give the sucker 
a break." 


Louis' cigarettes arc "hot" in that they 


are untaxcd. They cost .$1.85 to $2 a 
carton depending on type and size, and 
constitute only a tiny traffic in what the 
FBI has termed a "million-dollar-a-day" 
bootlegging operation, which 
begins 


along Route 301 in North Carolina and 
emls up in factories, tilling stations, 
Ix'jmly salons, supermarkets, groceries, 
rxxd halls, and small tobacco stores 
throughout the Eastern states. 


North Carolina is the only state in the 


Union which placesnotax on cigarettes. 
This is understandable, since tobacco 
ami cigarette manufacturing constitute 
the leading industry in the Tar Heel 
slate. A pack of cigarettes sells there for 
19 or 20 cents. That same pack in New 


York City is taxed 24 cents—10 cents in 
state tax, 8 cents in federal tax, 4 cents 
in city tax plus a 2-cent saks tax. 


No wonder North Carolina has be- 


come the tobacco smuggler's supplier. 
No wonder there's a steady flow of truck 
and car traffic between the high-tax 
areas of the Northeast and the Caro- 
lina tobacco country. It's difficult to go 
broke earning 100 percent profit on 
anything. 


On a recent trip to North Carolina, I 


talked to old friends in Durham, Raleigh, 
Rocky Mount, Greenville, Weldon, other 
towns along the so-called tobacco roads, 
where stores and filling stations are 
stacked high with cigarette cartons, and 
large signs scream, "factory fresh ciga- 
rettes — regular $1.95 — king $2.05 
— no limit — last chance at these 
prices" and other assorted cornc-ons. 


The fast-back boys 


Many confessed that ever since April 


1965, when New York state doubled its 
tax on cigarettes from 5 to 10 cents, they 
had been making a fast buck peddling 
cigarettes to the tourists, the carton 
pushers (small-time smugglers who buy 
less than 100 cartons), and the profes- 
sionals who purchase by the truckload. 


All quickly and defensively pointed 


out, however, that there was nothing il- 
legal about their new-found bonanza. 
"Not at this end, anyway," one Tar Heel 


explained. "I sell to whoever comes 
along. Some of these trucks we load, 
maybe they're owned by the Mafia or the 
Cosa .Nostril like people say. I don't 
know, and I don't care. I've got my own 
thoughts about people who pay-in cash 
for 100 or 200 cases. But like 1 say, it's 
none of my business. 


"I hear tell," he continued, "that 


trucks come down here from Philadel- 
phia and New York, load up at night,

change license plates, transfer the cargo 
to other trucks and fleets of cars. Maybe 
they do. I even hear tell they transfer 
the stuff to boats off Wilmington and 
Elizabeth, and the boats go north and 
unload at night in New York and New 
Jersey. 


"They say New York state is losin' 


$50 or $60 million in tax revenues be- 
cause of this business, and I'm right sor- 
ry about that, but there's nothin' we can 
do. Like I say, it's none of my business. 
Our hands dosvn here arc clean, old 
friend, they are clean." 


Today, North Carolina's 
cigarette 


sellers occupy a position similar to the 
one Canadian distillers enjoyed during 
the Prohibition era. In the 1920's Amcr 
ican bootleggers, largely the underwork!, 
sent their gangsters to Canadian ports to 
load liquor which was legal in Canada 
but illegal in the U.S. Canadian authori- 
ties could do nothing about the tradii:. 
Some of Canada's most eminent families 
owe their wealth and position to their 
former business affiliations with the L'.S. 
branch of the Mafia. 


The law in New York state holds thai 


any individual over 18 years of age may 
bring back from a point, like North Giro 
lina, two cartons or 400 cigarettes tax 
free, but must do it in person. Any 
amount beyond that is taxable. But it is 
manifestly impossible for the stales of 
New York, Massachusetts, Vermont, and 


Wisconsin (where the state tax on 
cigarettes is 10 cunts per pack) or the 
states of New Jersey, Texas, and Wash- 
ington (where the state tax is 11 cents 
per pack) to order their tax inspectors 
to check every vehicle coining into their . 
domain for search and possible seizure 
of contraband tobacco. There aren't 
that many excise inspectors. 


Police authorities agree that cigarette 


smuggling began as "a small-time indi- 
vidual racket," with tourists returning 
from Florida buying a couple of tax-free 
cartons en route home. But they now 
contend that the crime syndicates have 
moved in and are taking over what has 
. 


turned out lo be a most lucrative racket, 
with carefully organized suppliers, dis- 
tribution routes, protection systems, de- 
fense lawyers, bail bondsmen, the whole 
Mafia setup. 


The big tax bite 


One federal official told me, "There's 


hardly a state or large city in the nation 
that isn't desperate for increased tax 
revenue. Cigarettes have long been the 
tax victim everywhere. In Swedcn,for ex- 
ample, a pack of cigarettes now costs 73 
cents; 61 cents goes for tax. In Denmark 
the tax is even higher, a pack of ciga- 
rettes costs 88 cents. 


"In this country-, say 
California, 


which now has a 3-cent state tax on 
cigarettes, decides to raise the tax bite 
to 15 cents, and the city of Los Angeles 
decides to add a 5-cent tax-of its own. 
The cost of a pack of cigarettes might 
come to 50 cents. 


"If the mob could somehow.by trans- 


porting cigarettes in large loads from 
North Carolina, smuggle those cigarettes 
into California tax-free, it could make a 
pretty penny under the circumstances. 
That's why I say that cigarette smuggling 
as a racket has great potential. It's a 
question of the transportation costs as op- 
posed to tax rates. 


"Illinois is even a better case in point. 


The state tax there is 7 cents per pack 
of cigarettes. Suppose that tax is doubled, 
and Chicago adds a 5-cent tax of its own. 
Add sales tax to the package, and you've 
got cigarettes selling for 50 cents a pack. 
The mob comes in and offers cigarettes 
for 40 cents a pack, even 30 cents a 
pack, and it's in cfover. 


"In short," he explained, "the higher 


states and local communities raise the 
tax on cigarettes, the easier they make it 
for the mob to move in." 


There is no convicting legal evidence 


at this moment that the Mafia is taking 
over the massive bootlegging of untaxed 
cigarettes from North Carolina, 
but 


there is every indication that this is so. 
State troopers, halting trucks and trailers 
on the highways from North Carolina to 
New York, have discovered cigarettes in 
false and hollowed-out compartments 
away from other merchandise. Truckers, 
stopped by police and arrested for being 
unable to explain the source, ownership, 
and destination of their tax-free cargo, 
have quickly been bailed out by ready 


bondsmen. In Brooklyn recently a truck 
owned by the U.S. Trucking Company 
stopped for a red light. A car with four 
men pulled up beside it. Before the light 
changed, two men armed with revolvers 
leaped out, ordered the driver, William 
Foster, and his assistant, Donald Podol- 
ski, to jump from the truck. The two re- 
maining hijackers immediately drove off 
with the vehicle. It was loaded with 18,- 
000 cartons of taxed cigarettes valued at 
$36,000. 


A few months ago, a Brooklyn grand 


jury began an investigation of cigarette 
smuggling and the Cosa Nostra in the 
New York area. Irving Seidman, of the 
Rackets Bureau, working under District 
Attorney Aaron Kuota, told PARADE: 
"We have already named Angelo Bruno, 
head of the leading Cosa Nostra family 
in Philadelphia in our public docu- 
ments. Others we've named in the in- 
vestigation are John Simone of Brooklyn, 
Joseph Indelicato of New York, Maurice 


The federal tax on a pack of ciga- 
rettes is 8 cents. Added to that are 
taxes by the states and cities. North 
Carolina is the only state which 
levies no tax on cigarettes.

Lxmgo of Brooklyn, and Morris Kessler 
of Brooklyn. Kessler has been sent to 
civil prison In New York for contempt, 
refusing to answer grand jury questions 
about his connection in this business 
with Alfred Ciffo of Hollywood, Fia., 
and Philadelphia, also held in contempt." 


Another leading law enforcer in the 


New York area said flatly:. "The 
five 


leading Cosa Nostra "families" in this 
area—the Joseph Columlx) family, the 
Vito Gcnovcsc family, the Thomas 
Eboli family, the Thomas "ThrccMinger 
Brown"Lucliest- family, the Joe Bonanno 
family—are linked, we suspect, with 
this entire operation, every facet of it. 


"No doubt about it. It's bootlegging 


all over again. The hoods are smug- 
gling cigarettes into New York via car, 
boat, train, even airplane. A go»d source 
of their supply comes from around 
Weldon, N.C., that general area. They 
pay for the cigarettes in cash. It costs 
them $60,OOO to load up a big trailer 
truck, and they make sure it isn't stop- 
ped am! confiscated. They've mapped 
out their own distribution routes in New 
York and other cities, they see this thing 
as something big and expanding. They 
are not only attempting to tike over 
tobacco wholesalers and retailers in 
New York City lo obtain a legitimate 
cover for their operation, but in time I'm 
sure they'll move in nn the North Caro- 
lina suppliers. 


"People down there arc pretty com- 


placent at this time. If a man wants 
to buy cigarettes, they'll sell him any 
amount so long as he pays for them. But 
what these innocents don't realize is 
that after awhile the Ing customer will 
suggest partnership, and after partner- 
ship he will stay to take over the busi- 
ness by 'force so that he can integrate 
vertically; that is, own the sources of 
supply, distribution, and retailing- The 
way the Mafia works is the way it worked 
in Ixxitlegging liquor. l;irst, the Maliosi 
bought the stutF and sold it to speak- 
easies. Then they look over the distiller- 
ies, the distribution, and the S|>eak- 
casU'S, too. Thai's wbat they have in 
mind for this cigarette operation, and 
that's what we're determined to stop, 
because it's costing New York state an 
estimated $60 million in lost taxes." 


Several remedies have been suggested 


to eradicate the racket: 1) License to- 
bacco retailers and require them to buy 
their cigarettes from licensed whole- 
salers. If found with untaxed cigarettes, 
the retailer would be deprived of his 
license. 2) Have North-Carolina levy a 
state tax (if its own on cigarettes. i) 
Have the federal government collect llie 
various state and local cigarette (axes, 
along with its own, at the source of 
cigarette manufacture, the factories. 


Of these three suggestions, the third 


is most feasible. It could easily be man- 
aged, but it would require congressional 
approval. Unless and until that particu- 
lar mcthtxl of tax collection is forth- 
coming, the Mafia will continue lo make 
a fast buck on Tobacco Kna<l.

One of the Nugents' grandchildren happens to be one of the 


world's most famous babies. Tie's Patrick Lyndon Nugent, and 
his other grandfather is the President nf the United States. 
Little Patrick Lyndon—"Lyn" for short—was born to Pat and 
Luci Nugent on June 21, 1967, in Austin, Tex., with a blond 
fuzz, of hair, weighing a hefty eight pounds, ten ounces. 


The next day the senior Nugents got the good news that their 


other son, Gerry Nugent Jr., and his wife, Phyllis,had also 
had their first child - Gtrard Peter Nugent 111, black haired 
and weighing seven pounds, fourteen ounces. He was born at 
Gimp Pendleton in Oceanside, Calif., where Gerry Nugent, 
P.it's elder brother, a marine captain who returned last year 
from Vietnam, is stationed. 


Not unnaturally, the presidential grandparents got most of 


the publicity. Luci's baby was born just as President Johnson 
was holding his now famous summit meeting at Glassboro, 
N.I., with Premier Aleksci Kosygin of the Soviet Union, which 
enabled the President to talk feelingly of the need for a world 
in which all children could thrive in peace. 


But things were pretty busy out in Waukegan, too, although 


on a somewhat more prosaic level. Gerard Nugent was pretty 
excited by the news that he'd become a grandpa twice over 
within 35 hours, hut he went cm with his normal business life 
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—just iis President Johnson did with his. To Grandpa Gerry 
this meant packing his sliirts for a business trip to Davenport, 
lu. He's .1 mutual-funds salesman who works nut of his home, 
and there were clients to be seen. 


Gerry Nugent and his wife, Tillie, made a big hit in Wash- 


ington for their poise ;md good Iiinnor as they went through the 
shattering experience (if seeing their son marry into the First 
Family. The Nugents didn't even start out with the advantage 
of Ix'ing Demtx'rats. Gerry, whose father came from Ireland's 
County Armagh, happens to l>e a Republican. That may he 
why President Johnson, hearing his new eight-pound-plus son 
deseribed as an "elephant," quipped: "The time has eome to 
get all the Republicanism out of these Waukegan products." 


The Nugcnts, incidentally, didn't rush of! to visit either of 


their new grandchildren. "The mother, father, and baby, all 
have an adjustment period to go through," said TilHe Nugent. 


So far as age goes, the. four grandparents area homogeneous 


group. All are in their 50's and still youthful. Hut life at 2 IS 
Douglas Street, where the Nugcnts live in a modest rambler, 
obviously is <juite different from the White House. When 
Tillic's not in the mood for wrestling with pots and pans on a 
Friday night, Gerry brings home a slice of ready cooked perch. 
Now that his mutual-fund sales have put him in the "million- 
dollar club," she helps him with bis secretarial work.

f ou can wear a bikini! You 


just have to put your mind 
on that diet and keep it on 
that diet! Forget about the 


Danish pastry and quit sneaking out to 
the refrigerator." 


The audience of 100 or more fat 


women sat in rapt attention, entranced 
at the vision conjured by the pretty bru- 
nette speaker. 


"Now do you hear me, you can wear' 


a bikini! All you have to do is want to 
wear that bikini. You have to want it so 
hard that it hurts. Now what d' you say 
—are you gonna' stay with the diet?" 


Like a college football crowd whipped 


into enthusiasm by a cheerleader, the 
fat women clapped and applauded to 
signify their determination. And when 
they left for their homes a few minutes 
later, each one was freshly charged with 
new dedication. 


For this was a peek at a meeting of 


Weight Watchers Inc., the reducing sys- 
tem that's sweeping the country and even 
going abroad. It combines diet, peptalk, 
and group therapy in a massive assault on 
excess fat, and one estimate holds that to 
date it's knocked 7500 Ions off a half- 
million persons. 


The scene of the bikini dream hap- 


pened to be an auditorium in a New York 
suburb, but it's duplicated in lots of 
other places. Weight Watchers thrives 
in 42 locations in 19 states and is grow- 
ing daily. In New York City alone, 260 
classes meet 
regularly—the number 


doubled in two months. 


Housewives predominate at Weight 


Watchers' meetings, but the attendance- 
is far broader. Doctors, lawyers, nurses, 
psychiatrists, teachers, and businessmen 
are among those who've sought aid from 
the formula that's melted pounds with 
ecjual success from a 9-year-dd boy and 
a 79-year-old woman. Some are extreme 
cases of obesity—the prize was a college 


student who dropped from 425 pounds 
to 172 in a year — but some are just 
chubby. The only persons turned away 
by Weight Watchers are those with ten 
pounds or less to lose. Such people arc 
likely to demoralize members who have 
much greater weight problems. 


The founder and constant inspiration 


to the Weight Watchers is Mrs. Jean 
Nidetch, an attractive, blonde house- 
wife from New York City who cut her 
own bulk from 214 pounds to 142 sev- 
eral years ago. She was so delighted with 
her "miracle" that she's been talking 
about it ever since. 


"I never stop talking," says Mrs. 


Nidetch with a grin. "Even when 1 was 


fat, I used to talk people to death in Cub 
Scouts, at the P.T.A., everywhere. So, 
after I finally managed to bring my own 
weight down, I naturally talked about it 
to my friends, and then they started 
bringing in their friends. With me cheer- 
ing and urging them on, these people be- 
gan losing weight too. And then the word 
spread, and strangers started showing up 
or calling me to help them. I was doing 
so much running around talking on my 
own time that my friends told me I 
ought to do it professionally. That's how 
Weight Watchers was born — out nf 
talk." 
The rededicatton process 


And there's no question but that 


"talk" is the principal secret of Jean 
Nidctch's success. Anybody can write 
out a diet capable of cutting pounds, but 


• the problem is how to stick to it. As often 
as he or she feels the need, a successful 
Weight Watcher simply goes to a meet 
ing and gets his dedication batteries 
recharged by a peptalk. 


"I go once a week for my mental fix," 


says a St. Louis housewife.

"It's something like brainwashing or 


hypnotism," says a Detroit lawyer. 


The "brainwashing" kcture — al- 


ways by a former fatty who's made good 
as a weight loser—is the highlight of the . 
two-hour Weight Watchers' meeting. Be- 
fore it comes the official weigh-in, after 
which each member's progress-^-or lack 
of it—is entered on a card. 


To get into Weight Watchers, a per- 


son must first have authorization from 
his doctor. Once lie's obtained that, he 
registers at an initial cost of $3 for a 16- 
week period. In addition, it costs 52 a 
week to attend as many meetings as he 
wants. If he misses a week, he must pay 
a new §3 registration fee and start over. 
(This is to discourage skipping.) 


Meantime, he's been given a high- 


protein, 
low-calorie 
diet 
to follow. 


On a typical day breakfast consists of 
tomato juice, one egg, one slice of un- 
butlercd bread, and coffee; lunch is four 
ounces of tuna, a mixed salad, one slice 
of bread, anil one or two glasses of pow- 
dered skim milk, anil dinner is six ounces 
of white turkey meat, four ounces of 
sliced tomato, string beans, tossed salad, 
half a cantaloupe, and coffee. 


The menu varies in detail from ilay to 


ilay, but these "don'ts" guide Weight 
Watchers every day without letup: 


Don't be swayed by friends' advice; 


don't take alcoholic drinks; don't ration- 
alize, a slip spells disaster; don't relax, 
pounds are easily regained; don't skip 
regular meals or eat snacks; don't sub- 
stitute, stick to the diet;'don't think 
ahead, diet a day at a time; don't worry 
about rate of progress, easy does it, and 
don't forget to see your doctor before you 
start dieting. 


The atmosphere al a Weight Watch- 


ers' meeting—they're held both hy day 
and by night, anil some are for men only 
—is always warm and friendly. The 
members are chatty, keep comparing 
progress with each nther, and feel no 
self-consciousness because they're among 
their own kind—fat |Kople. And, since 
the lecturer is always an ex-blimp who 
has shed all sorts of pounds herself, she 
stands forth as a living example of what 
can be accomplished. 


The pretty brunette who held out the 


bikini vision, for example, was Hclene 
Aclamsbaum, one of the 72 Weight 
Watchers' lecturers in New York City. 
She weighed 205 pounds not so long 
ago, but is now at 135. The other night 
she comforted n group of new members, 
including some compulsive eaters who 
frankly feared they could never even get 
started, with the following explanation: 


"Look at me, I think ! can get you 


started. I'm really a fat person. [ think 
fat. I'm a fat lady walking around in a 
thin body. To be successful in Weigh! 
Watchers, you have to identify with 
somebody who's already made it. I'm 
here to be your somebody. You have to 
say to yourself, 'If she can do it, so can 
I.' And vou can." 


Jean Nidctch, still somewhat amazed 


over the way a personal hobby has grown 
into a farflung commercial business in 
four years, remains enough of an ama- 
teur to get a sentimental kick out of her 
members' thanks. 


"I was reborn," says one of her big 


losers. 


"At your store I bought life—for $2 


a week," says another. 


And a third reports: "The other day 


I had the biggest thrill of my life. On 
the street a man whistled at me." 


Many people who suffer fatness for 


years are impelled to Weight Watchers 
by a sudden, cruel shock. One woman 
joined when she found she was losing 
her husband. Another got stuck in a 
World's Fair turnstile, attracting much 
embarrassing attention. Another caused 
a flurry on a plane when no scat belt 
would go arnund her. Jean Nidetch en- 
countered her shock in 1961, when she 
was 38, a compulsive eater, a 214-pound 
mother of two boys. She met a friend 
who asked, "When do you expect your 
baby?" (Mrs. Nidetch wasn't pregnant.} 


Expanding while they slim 


Stung by shame she went next day to 


the New York Board of Health Obesity 
Clinic and picked up a diet. She was 
grimly determined that this time, after 
many failures, she'd lose some weight. 
She got through the first tough weeks, 
gathered up resolve as the pounds slowly 
slipped away, talked to .herself as later 
she would talk to others, and emerged a 
success — 142 pounds well stacked on 
n 5-foot 7-inch frame. 


Not long alter its founder turned pro- 


fessional by holding her first meeting in 
1963 in a loft over a suburban Nev York 
theater, Weight Watchers began to ex- 
pand in all directions. Today, in addition 
to its constant spread across the U.S., it 
operates in England, Canada, Israel, and 
Puerto Rico, and franchise requests have 
come in from Switzerland, Australia, 


-

New Zealand, South Africa, and several 
Latin American countries. 


"I don't knowwhere this will all end," 


Jean TVidctch wonders aloud. 


As one who has been through the 


mill herself, Mrs. Nidetch knows tlie im- 
portance of recognition for her Weight 
Watchers. Hence, when a member loses 
ten pounds within the initial 16-week 
period, he's awarded a WW pin. Then, 
for. every additional ten pounds that 
come off afterward, a rhinestone chip is 
added. When a member has achieved 
his weight-loss goal, he goes on "main- 
tenance," which means that now his job 
is to hold the line, to resist backsliding. 


The members on maintenance often 


continue to attend the meetings, and 
among the company still struggling to 
lose, they are the distinguished ."eagle 
scouts." They give advice to the dis- 
couraged, whip out their "fat" pictures 
to dramatize what can be done, and just 
love Ip talk about the lovely present as 
compared to the unpleasant past. 


"When I got up to 241 pounds a few 


years ago," says one of them, "my hus 
band frankly told me he was leaving. 
With Weight Watchers I lost 112 
pounds, and my marriage was saved. Anil 
there's an added twist—I got my hus- 
band to join. So far he's lost 38 pounds." 


Jean Nidetch has two blind clients, 


both enjoying free membership. One 
came in guided by a Seeing Eye dog, anil 
Mrs. Nidetch saw to it that diets were 
printed up in Braille. So far the blind 
members are doing well. 


One question that Weight-Watchers 


ask frequently is: "Can I take a drink 
once in awhile?" Mrs. Nidetch advises 
against it, and is strongly supported by 
Helene Adamsbaum. Her comment re- 
flects the soaring elation that seems t» 
invest all of these housewives who he- 
come winners by losing. 


"Don't waste any of your precious 


calorics on alcohol," says Helene. "lie 
like me. I can get high just thinking 
about my size 10 dress."

..j Fairyland Clinic here may be the only 
medical institution in the world where chil- 
dren cry when it's time to go home. This 
haven for the handicapped combines the 


appearance of an amusement park with the facilities 
of a medical center —a kind of child's world of diera- 
peutics. 


The clinic, which is entirely free and treats only 


outpatients, was founded more than a dozen years 
ago by Dr. lid Connor, a local pediatrician, and Owen 
K. Murphy, the president of the Niagara Therapy 
Corporation. Both found that children were often 
frightened by the cold and sterile look of most clinics. 
So they bought a white framehouse and engaged an 
artist to decorate the treatment rooms and offices with 
Mother Goose figures and bright, gay murais of circus 
scenes. 


In these rooms, a staff of technicians and therapists 


manage to turn the normally grim process of heing 
treated for physical handicaps into fun. Treatment 
rooms are stocked with oversized toys in which the 
children, whose ages range from infancy to 1 3, either 
sit or stand. Therapy is applied through hidden cyclo- 
massage units, and often the child is unaware of it. 
Thus a youngster may sit in a steamboat or airplane, 
supposedly guiding its controls, while his limbs are 
receiving the mechanical stimulus to develop the 
proper circulation. 


To encourage children to use their muscles, a spe- 


cial ladder has been built, decorated by the figure of 
a cat with bulbs for eyes. The incentive for climbing 
to the last rung is the pleasure of pushing a button 
which makes the eyes light tip. A similar purpose is 
served by n flexible toy tiger inside a circus wagon. 
Strings are attached to the moving parts of the ani- 
mal, and, as the child sits in front of the cage, he is 
encouraged to exercise hand and finger muscles to 
make the tiger move. A "parakeet walk" encourages 
children whose walking needs correction to keep mov- 
ing along a special, railed platform, and equally 
unique methods are used for those with speech defects. 
Even the floors of play cribs arc constructed to include 
special scientific equipment. 


Many of tire children who come to the Fairyland 


Clinic have been bypassed or rejected by other insti- 
tutions because it was felt that nothing could be done 
for them. But at Fairyland they have learned to accom- 
plish tasks, like feeding themselves and tying their own 
shoelaces, which might otherwise have been denied 
them. Dr. Connor devotes his time and skill to the 
clinic; Mr. Murphy assumes the maintenance costs, 
which run to some §30,000 a year. Bnth find the 
satisfaction of helping children reward enough.

Was there no better way to cope 


with the problem of sanitary pro- 
tection than bulky napkins that 
twisted and slipped —and caused 
charing and odor problems? 


Wasn't there a more hygienic 


way for women to go through those 
three to seven days a month? 
4 Wasn't there a way for women 
to have a full month's freedom so 
that they could swim and ski and 
play tennis and do the things they 
wanted without making excuses? 


Before, he could answer these 


questions, the late Dr. Donovan 
thought it best to examine the 
kinds of sanitary protection then 
available. And herein lies the story 
of the development of a new, 
-highly absorbent, self-conforming 
tampon that more and more 
women today are thinking of as 
worry-proof. 


First, Ihc first ones 


The most commonly used form of 
sanitary protection, at the time 
Dr. Donovan first began his exper- 


imentation, was disposable nap- 
kins. These had been introduced 
just after World War I and, of 
course, were recognized by the 
doctor as an improvement over the 
homemade pads women had used 
for generations.

Pursettes* (a whole box will tuck 
into the smallest purse) and the 
Campana Corporation was chosen 
to market it. Today, women every- 
where know it as the tampon that's 
right even for single girls.

Defense Minister

Moshe Dayan re- 


ceived most of the public acclaim 
when Israel defeated the Arab nations 
in five days, but the real credit, 
according to many Israeli officers, 
belongs to Maj. Gen . Yitzhak Rabin, 
45, the Israeli Army's Chief of Staff, 
and his brilliant deputy, Gen. 
Haim Barlev, 43, a graduate of 
Columbia University, New York City. 


Rabin, who was born in Jerusalem, 


fought for the British in World War 
II and against them after the war. 
When Israel achieved its independ- 
ence, Britain invited Rabin to at- 
tend its staff college at Camberley. 
He was graduated at the top of 
his class, later came to Fort Bliss, 
Tex., for further training. In 1963 
Rabin again toured U.S. military 
posts, picked up pointers on mass 
tank maneuvers. 


Handsome, married, the father of 


two children, a professional soldier 
since he was 18, Yitzhak Rabin is re- 
garded as the number-one military 
strategist in his country. He is not 
as colorful and publicity conscious 
as Dayan, but the men he leads are 
dedicated and devoted to him. Unlike 
Dayan, who started out in life as a 
lawyer and is now regarded as the 
political heir to David Ben-Gurion, 
General Rabin has eschewed politics. 
But at 45 he is relatively young, 
and when the political call comes, 
it may well prove irresistible.

According to the 
president of the 
National Association 
of Retail Grocers,

Great Britain's Min- 
istry of Technology plans to set up 
offices in the U.S. for the recruit- 
ment back to England of disappointed 
British and disgruntled American 
scientists. The idea is to attract 
to Great Britain a number of engi- 
neers who prefer the slower, more 
placid rat race. The British are 
even talking of raising the salary 
scale of engineers. They pay their 
scientists about half of what we 
pay ours. 


DDfl IEPT IDIE NASA. tne National 
I nUuLul RDLL Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, has shelved one 
of its most imaginative proposals, 
Project Able. The project involved 
the orbiting of reflector satellites 
to illuminate the Vietnam jungles at 
night. By so doing, American air- 
craft might be able to bomb North 
Vietnamese supply lines on a round- 
the-clock basis, reduce the sanctu- 
ary of darkness now enjoyed by the 
Viet Cong. 


The proposal called for the Saturn 


V rocket to shoot half a dozen 
satellites into a synchronous orbit 
with each providing enough moonlight 
to illuminate a 200-mile-diameter 
circle of the earth. 


The plan, according to Homer 


Hewell, NASA's chief scientist, is 
feasible. But it would cost about 
5150 million to develop and would 
take anywhere from two to five years 
before the satellites could be 
launched. 


Approximately 7.3 million 
Americans are currently on 


relief, receiving welfare payments 
from various agencies. How many of 
them are employable? 


Joseph A. Califano Jr. , an aide 


to President Johnson, recently re- 
vealed the following statistics on 
relief recipients: 


'...over the next few years, out 


of the 7.3 million Americans on re- 
lief, only 50,000 males may be 
capable of getting off — even if 
every program, public and private, 
were adequately staffed and effi- 
ciently run. 


"Of the 7.3 million citizens on 


welfare, 2.1 million, mostly women, 
are 65 or over, with a median age of 
72; 700,000 are either blind or so 
severely handicapped that their work 
potential, if any, is extremely 
limited; 3.5 million are children 
whose parents cannot support them. 
The remaining 1 million are the 
parents of those children, about 
900,000 mothers and 150,000 fathers. 
Two-thirds of the 150,000 fathers on 
welfare are incapacitated. Only some 
50,000 are capable of being given 
job skills and training that will 
make them self-sufficient." 


The Califano report confirms what 


most professional social workers 
have long held to be true: Most 
.people on relief are unable to get 
jobs.

DIIUICUUEUT were opposed to capi-

Today's polls show that more than 
50J6 now disapprove. To date, 13 
states have abolished the death 
penalty, and even those which have 
not are more sparing in their 
executions. Since 1930, about 3860 
persons have been executed in 
the U.S., 3333 for murder. 


Twenty states now use the elec- 


tric chair, which was first in- 
stalled in New York in 1891, while 
ten employ the gas chamber, and 
six the gallows. In Utah the 
condemned man can choose between 
hanging or firing squad. In 1958 
murderer Barton Kirkhatn chose 
hanging when he learned that the 
construction of the gallows would 
cost the state far more than death 
by firing squad. 


At this writing there are 405 


men waiting in various death rows 
for the life-or-death decisions of 
legislatures and governors. 
Although capital punishment has 
been shown to be no deterrent to 
murder — most murders in this 
country are crimes of passion — 
110 Southern state has yet abolished 
the death penalty, although in 
Georgia the minimum age for 
execution has now been raised 
from 10 to 17.
